Palatinate and the Electorſhip. The Earl of Leyceſter is deſigned alſo to go Ambaſ- 
ſador extraordinary into France, he is providing himſelf, and will be gone in the Eaſter 
Week at fartheſt. It hath been aſked me, whether your Lordſhip does not go into Spain ? 
Such a Bruit here was in the Town, but I believed nothing of it. Much Buſineſs 
here is in Hand, and I wiſh you here with all my Heart, to aſſiſt with your Counſels. 
The Clergy are fo high here ſince the. joining of the white Sleeves with the white Staff, 
that there is much Talk of having a Sectetary a Biſhop, Dr. Wren, Biſhop of Nor- 
wich, and a Chancellor of the Exchequer, Dr. Bancroft Biſhop of Oxford; but this 
comes only from the young Fry of the Clergy, little Credit 1s given to it, but it is ob- 
ſerved they ſwarm mightily about the Court.

The Queen gives this 
Allowance. And we have had one here above this Twelvemonth employed by the Pope, 
a Roman born, and a Prieſt : But what theſe Men ſhall negotiate either there or here,

The King lately ſent the Duke of Lenox to my Lord of Bedford, to move him to 
give way to the Marriage between my Lord Ruſſe] and the Lady Anne Carr, Daugh- 
ter to the Earl of Somerſet, which he ſhould take well at his Hands; the Love betwixt 
them hath been long taken notice of, though diſcreetly and cloſely carried; for his Fa- 
ther gave him, as I take it, Leave and Liberty to chuſe in any Family but in that; 
but Marriages are made in Heaven. I hear alſo of ſome Fraction betwixt the Earl ot 
Portland and his young Lady, the Particulars and Cauſes thereof I ſhall tell you when 
you come into England, they are not proper for a Letter. The Lady Mary Herbert is 
brought up and placed with the Lady Roxborough in the Prince's Court; *tis ſaid, the 
Duke of Lenox ſhall marry her. Young Noy, the diſſipanding Noy, is killed in 
France in a Duel, by a Brother of Sir Jobn Biron; ſo now the younger Brother is 
Heir and Ward to the King. We have alſo dead lately, Tom Hroughton, a Gentleman 
much lamented by thoſe that knew him. My Lord of Carli yet holds out, but I be- 
lieve he will be dead before your Lordſhip comes into England; his Legs ſwell migh- 
tily, and his Spirits decay daily. A Project for crying up our Gold and Silver hath 
been ſet on foot by one Palmer and others of the Mint; our Pieces ſhould have been 
raiſed to 25 5. becauſe the King of France hath raiſed them ſo high in that Kingdom, 
and the Spaniſh King hath lately doubled all his black Money. It came to be agitated 
before the King and his Council a Week ſince, whereto were called Sir Thomas Rowe 
and ſome other Gentkmen, with divers Merchants. It endured a long Debate, my 
Lord Cottington ſpake excellently well in it; in the End it was daſhed, for it clearly 
appeared, that the King being the greateſt Receiver, he would be the greateſt Looſer. 
From abroad we hear, that Schenckſconce is ſo begirt on all ſides by the Prince of Orange, 
that there is little hope it can hold out long: Picolomini came thither with great Forces 
to relieve it, but made a fruitleſs Journey, was beaten back with Loſs, ſo quickly retired. 
Colloredo is taken Priſoner, his Forces utterly defeated in Lorrain by Marſhal La Force; 
ſo that the Prench are high. At Brafil the Spaniard hath loſt his Fleet of twenty ſix 
Ships, burnt all by the Dutch as they were in Harbour.

Laſtly theſe Subſidies are not only brought up to 54,0007, Sterling apiece; but by 
that People brought into a ſettled conſtant Way of ſupplying the Crown, which they 
were never before, the Duties formerly had from them being rather indeed violent 
Takings, Raviſhments of the Poor, than the modeſt quiet Levies of a pious and chri- 
ſtian King: a Buſineſs alone of high Content, Comfort, Safety, and Eaſe, both to So- 
vereign and Subject, and which carries along with it a mighty Bleſſing upon them both. 
So as I was perſuaded that any equal Mind, that gives itſelf Leiſure thoroughly to 
weigh and conſider theſe Things, muſt needs conclude with me, that Money is one 
of the leaſt Advantages his Majeſty has got from that People by this Parliament. 
I concluded this Part with an Aſſurance, that there was a general and ſtedfaſt Belief 
on that Side in the Uprightneſs of his Majeſty's Juſtice; the People there ſatisfied, his 
Majeſty by them honoured and bleſſed, in Contemplation of the great and princely Be- 
nefits and Graces they participate of thorough his Majeſty's Wiſdom and Goodneſs.

taken within the Channel, impriſoned, and after releaſed upon their Promiſe not to exerciſe 
any Hoſtility hereafter within the Channel; a great Ship of the Duke of Macqueda taken 
on the Weſt Coaſt, and thereby ſo diſcouraged them, that the Merchant hath not loſt 
any thing ſince my Arrival there, nor were ſo much as heard of a Biſcayner theſe laſt two 


Summers: This hath been a Means that Trade hath increaſed exceedingly, and fo will ſtil} 


(if we have Peace) to the Honour of his Majeſty, and the enriching of his People. 

That the Trade here was not only much greater, but rightly conditioned, the native 
Commodities exported, being in Value at leaſt a Third, if not Double the Value, to the

That there was little or no Manufacture amongſt them, but ſome ſmall Beginnings

Upon the ſumming up of all which, I did repeſent that Kingdom to his Majeſty 
and the Lords as a growing People, that would increaſe beyond all Expectation if it 
were now a little favoured in this their firſt Spring, and not diſcouraged by harder 
Uſage than either Exgliſb or Scorch found.

Pirates, there is a double Proviſion made, farſt, by Stipulation in our League with 
the French, wherein it is now agreed, that they ſhall neither admit any Men of War 
of Barbary, or other Turłiſb Pirates to have Acceſs into their Harbours, nor to remain 
there, but to join with us in making War upon them; the ſecond Remedy (as we 
hope) will be much more effectual, for this Day Captain Rainſborough, an experienced 
and worthy Seaman taketh his Leave of his Majeſty and goeth inſtantly to Sea with 
four good Ships and two Pinnaces to the Coaſt of Barbary, with Inſtructions and Re- 
ſolution to take all Turkiſh Pirates he can meet, and to block up the Port of Salley, 
and to free the Sea from theſe Rovers, which he is confident to perform. The Kin 
of Morocco hath already offered to comply with his Majeſty for Suppreſſion of theſe 
Enemies of Mankind; and the Baſha and Governors of Argier have alſo written to 
his Majeſty to deſire good Correſpondence with him and his Subjects, and to have an 
Engliſh Conſul there to ſee the Agreement performed; ſo there remaineth only Salley, 
which we preſume this Summer will be brought to better Terms. 
That which followeth in your Lordſhip's Letter concerning the Ship to accompany 
the Swallow, and the Pinnace to attend the Yelp, hath been debated by the Committee, 
and propounded to his Majeſty, and is very well approved, as you will underſtand 
by our joint Letter. And when by the Means abovementioned, you ſhall find that 
Coaſt free and out of Danger, you may ſend both theſe Veſſels to join with his Ma- 
jeſty's Fleet in theſe Seas, and then happily eaſe your Charge. But if the Dutchman 
cannot be charged with Piracy, the Pinnace cannot be taken from him otherwiſe than 
by Contract, the rather, becauſe the Meſt-Indian Company of Holland, hath petitioned 
for Leave to arreſt and proſecute Sir Beverley Newcomen for the taking of his Ship:

HOUGH I have been a little lazy in anſwering myſelf the two Letters I received 
from you ſince your Return into Ireland, yet I have been careful enough to give 
quick Diſpatch to thoſe Things that were requiſite; ſo that my Directions have an- 
twered that of the 18th of January. And for the former I will only ſay that I like 
both your Account concerning Londonderry, as likewiſe your Opinion concerning Re- 
wards and Puniſhments. | 
Now I muſt acquaint you a little with ſome foreign Affairs, becauſe, in Time, it may 
concern the Welfare of that Kingdom, if it be not foreſeen betimes. Upon Arundell's 
Return I have perceived that directly, which heretofore I have much feared, to wit, 
the Impoſſibility of reſtoring my Siſter and Nephews by fair Means, at leaſt without 
threatning. This has made me fall in with France in a ſtrict defenſive League: (the 
Treaties are not yet ratified by France, but I make no queſtion. of their ratifying of 
them) and if we and the Confederates, (viz. Denmark, Swede, and the States) 
can agree both how and what to aſk, upon Refuſal, or ſo long Delay as upon Agree- 
ment ſet down we ſhall account as ill as a Denial, we are jointly to proclaim the Houſe 
of Auſtria with all their Adherents, our Enemies. But I have profeſſed, that all my 
Warfare muſt be by Sea and not by Land. What Likelihood there is, that upon this, 
I ſhould fall foul with Spain, you now may ſee as well as I; and what great Incon- 
venience this War can bring to me (now that my Sea Contribution is ſettled, and that 
I am reſolved not to meddle with Land Armies) I cannot imagine, except it be in Ire- 
land; and there too, I fear not much, ſince I find the Country ſo well ſettled as it is 
by your diligent Care: Yet I thought it neceſſary to give you this Watch- word, both 
to have the more vigilant Eye over the diſcontented Party, as alſo to affure you, that 
I am as far from a Parliament as when you left me. And ſo farewel.

The Servant his Majeſty employs here, ſhall be ſure 
1636. to have his Hands full; and if we proſper not in our Deſigns _ the Houſe of Au- 
www ſftria, there is Reaſon for him to believe, he may happen to ſuffer thorough. the Miſ- 
fortune as ſoon, and as deeply, as any other Miniſter of his Majeſty's, howbeit he had 
no Part at all in the Counſels; therefore as well for our own Indemnity as your 
Glory, you may be ſure of our Prayers. Good my Lord, look to theſe Dons at Sea, 
and eye them narrowly ; for if they chance to eſcape you and land upon us, we may 

very well fortune to get a broken Pate or two by the Shift. 

The Purpoſes of the Prince Elector were noble and becoming a great Mind, yet I 
never had Belief of any notable Succeſs to follow it, in regard thoſe Men that have 
ever ſeemed to wed that Cauſe moſt, were never obſerved to ſignal themſelves very far 
by Works of Charity: if once the Seaſon come to that Part, Lord deliver me from 
ſeeking an Alms from the Hands of a Puritan it is a Generation of Men more a 
to begin Buſineſs, than obſtinately to purſue and perfect them; and the Part they de- 
light moſt in, is to diſcourſe rather than ſuffer, 

I do not ſee what can be required more than you have done as concerning thoſe 

Abuſes crept in amongſt the Officers of the Navy, to the Prejudice of the Services of 
the Crown. If a Horſe be rid out to watering, and will not drink when he comes 
there, who can help it? Yet remember if you pleaſe, what, upon the firſt imparting of 
your Lordſhip's Purpoſe in that Matter, I ſaid in your Gallery at Sion, and you will 
find it thus far true; try 1t in the latter Part, do a Work of Supererogation, and call 
upon the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty to examine the Matter, and report their 
Judgments of it to the King, I am verily perſuaded you would by your Patience and 
Conſtancy gain much Honour to yourſelf for a Concluſion ; and in truth without ſuch 
a Perſeverance and Zeal, as were to make another Man's Buſineſs a Man's own, this 
Undertaking was hopeleſs from the beginning. 17 

Your Lordſhip may be very confident of his Reſpect, you hear by divers to be well 
affeted towards you I can aſſure you of it, nor will he let paſs by him any Occaſion, 
thorough which he may expreſs it unto you; ſo in my Opinion you ſhall do not only 
wiſely, but juſtly, to ſtrengthen and keep him towards you. , 

The Party you wot on hath ſince again moved his Majeſty to add your Lord-

My Lord of Northumberland is again appointed to go General and Admiral of this 
Summer Fleet: The Number of the Ships which attend him will not be above twelve; 
ſix are gone already with Captain Rainſborow to Sallee. The Prince Elector is to 
have fourteen to go with him, God knows whither; the Ships of the King two, two 
Whelps, and Pinnace, nine Merchant-ſhips commanded by thoſe Captains who ſhould 
have gone with my Lord of Northumberland, and Sir Henry Mervin goes in the Ship 
with the Prince Eletor. My Lord of Eſſex, my Lords of Warwick, Craven, Gran- 
diſon, preſſed much to go as Commanders, ſome of them in this Fleet with the Elec- 
tor, but the King very civilly denied them, Voluntiers *tis thought ſome of them will 
go. The Prince and his Brother go hence ſpeedily into Holland, to return by the End 
of April to go aboard their Ships. My Lord Goring preſſed to go with the EleQor 
into Holland, but his Majeſty alſo denied him. Various are the Reports what Deſign 
they have in Hand; ſome think the Prince goes to Sweden to be a Suitor to the Lady

We have a fierce Spaniſb Ambaſſador here, the Conde de Oniate, who fires mightily 
at all theſe Reports: As ſoon as they were divulged, he ſent to the King for an Audi- 
ence, but he was put off from it, becauſe one who was a Labourer in his Stables 
died of the Plague, and many of his Servants had been in a Tavern at Chelſea, whence 
Was buried a Child who died of the Sickneſs, which made him remove to London: So 
that in his Diſcretion he yet abſtains from preſſing for an Audience.

The Prince Elector went not hence fo ſoon as I writ in my laſt, he ſtayed for the 
ten thouſand Pounds his Majeſty was pleaſed to give him. Both the Brothers went 
away unwillingly, but Prince Rupert expreſſed it moſt; for, being a Hunting that 
Morning with the King, he wiſhed, that he might break his Neck, that ſo he might 
leave his Bones in England. My Lord of Northumberland invited them and all theit 
Company aboard his Ship to Dinner, and came a Land in his Barge to Deal to wait 
on them, but the Sea went ſo high, the Winds blowing ſtrong at that time, that they 
deſired to be excuſed, ſo dined. at Deal, and after Dinner went aboard the Ship which 
tranſported them into Holland, commanded by Sir Henry Mervyn, both the Princes 
being ſick all the Time of their being at Sea, My Lord General waited. on them with 
Part of the Fleet to the Coaſt of Holland, and there left them. 


Some few Days after the End of the Term in the Palate-Yard two Pillories were

The great Amity that is concluded betwixt the two Crowns of England and France 
hath raiſed a Report in Court, that the Queen hath obtained Leave of his Majeſty to 
go into France at Michaelmas for two or three Months to fee her Brother, and to do 
her beſt endeavour to accommodate the Differences betwixt that King and her Mother; 
but I believe little of it. 

From the Fleet my Lord of Northumberland writes to me, that Captain Rainf- 
borough hath made hitherto a very ſucceſsful Voyage to Sallee, neither our Engliſh Coaſts 
nor your Jriſb have this Year been infeſted with thoſe Turkiſh Mooriſh Vermine, who 
other Years have done much Hurt: He keeps them in that they cannot ſtir out at Sea: 
Beſides, the Saint there by Land beſieges them with ten thouſand Horſe and fix thou- 
ſand Foot. So that they conceive a great Hope to get all the Engliſh and Iriſh Captives 
in their Hands, and to bar them hereafter for venturing in our Seas. My Lord Gene- 
ral hath obtained longer Leave of his Majeſty for Captain Rainſborough to ſtay out until 
the End of November, and is now ſending a Ship and one Pinnace to victual him for 
two Months longer. 

The Lord Lumley had a ſtrange miſchance befel him, the Lord Savage being with 
him in a Coach; in a ſtreight Lane, his Coachman unadviſedly preſſed upon ſome 
Gentlemen afoot, ſo that he gave them much Offence, young Mobun and one Burrows 
the Herald's Son; young Mobun ſtruck at the Coachman with his Cane, the Coach- 
man laſhed at him with his Whip, he inſtantly drew his Sword, ran the Coachman 
often through, hurt the Lord Lumley through the Arm; which made a great Com- 
buſtion in the Place.

Hereupon his 
Majeſty with the Advice of my Lords reſolved, that in Point of State it was tot fit to

And ſurely in regard this Diſcourſe may perchance be looked upon amongſt the 
Papers of State, when you and I are both at Reſt, admit me forth of my publick Duty 
to repreſent this humble Advice, as well to the future as preſent Time. Let not the 
Crown of England out of any narrow Aſpect to Profit or otherwiſe, be at all coun- 
ſelled, however not perſuaded to leſſen the Army here, until God ſhall bring this Na- 
tion to a total Conformity with the Church of England, effecting us one People in 
Religion towards God, as we are already in Allegiance towards the King, For if ever 
it chance to be reſolved on ſooner, it will occafion mighty Diſorders and Inſolencies 
in this State, conſequently great Unquietneſs and Charge to England. Secondly, let 
it be given in ſpecial Command to the chief Governor to ſee, that the Army be dili- 
gently exerciſed, and viſited by himſelf every Year, that they be fully armed, decent- 
ly Clad, able-bodied, all of them Britiſb, or at leaſt Proteſtants. Thirdly, I ſhould 
adviſe, the Horſe being now ſix hundred, were increaſed to a thouſand. However in 
all Judgment to be fo in caſe of a War either with Spain or France; as alſo the Pay 
of all the Horſe to be augmented, which in truth is now over little. This would 
under God and his Majeſty ſecure this Kingdom as well from Abroad as at Home, and 
contain this People in as exact an Obedience to the Crown, as is to be found in the 
Chriſtian World, which is ſuch an Aſſurance, ſuch an Honour, as ſets them far abov 
the Conſideration of a Charge of fix or ſeven thouſand Pounds more or leſs, eſpeci- 
ally where even in Profit alſo the Kingdom grows ſo faſt upon you, and will do more 
daily, if this Courſe be ſteadily and conſtantly purſued. But then let it be given ſtrict- 
ly in Charge to the General, that as their Entertainments are better, ſo he ſhould call 
for better Duties from them, that the Men be good, their Horſes of much greater Va- 
lue, and made bolder than now they are; an Afſurance which they can only be won 
unto, by much Labour and Cuſtom, yet if they want it, ſhall ſooner diſorder them- 
ſelves than an Army. A Horſe impatient of Drum, Colours or Fire, being in a man- 
ner altogether unſerviceable, and therefore once made, there would be an Order, that 
no Horſeman ſhould change, or put away his Horſe, without the Licence of the Ge- 
neral.

The Reduction of all Payments into Sterling Monies is allowed by his Majeſty as a 
worthy Work to countenance and further Trade.

For the Grant of the Cuſtoms of Carickfergus, his Majeſty concurreth with the 
Committee for Revenue, to have it bought in; and requireth you and thern to proceed 
therein, that all the Cuſtoms may be actually in their proper Orb, which is the Crown. 
Your Account for the Army, and Reſolution to bring it to more Perfection, his Ma- 
jeſty commendeth z and requireth you to purſue it, the rather for the Operation it hath 
amongſt the Iriſh, both there and in Flanders : whereof as your Lordſhip will carry 
a watchful Eye, ſo I ſhall not fail to have ſome Spies abroad.

There came a 
Report to me, ſince I received theſe your Lordſhip's Letters, that the Kindneſs be- 
tween you and me was not quite broken off, but that it was of late very much impaired, 
I cannot for my Life find out from whom this Report firſt came, but if I can drive it to 
an Head, you ſhall hear more of it. 

Iam very glad to hear, that your Buſineſs ſucceeds ſo well for Ormond and Clare.

Dutcheſs of Chevreux, ſo that he is commanded to be gone out of France. The 
Dutcheſs ſtole from Tours, was ſeen in Man's Apparel at Rochelle, two young Men in 
her Company, whereof Mr. Crofts was thought one, there it was thought ſhe would 
hire a Ship and come to England. And ſome have confidently ſaid that ſhe is here; 
although now the Voice runs that ſhe is gone into ſome of the King of Spain's Domi- 


nions; and Mr. Crofts is fled into Italy, being lately reconciled to the Church of Rome. 


The Queen Mother alſo preſſed much to have Leave to come hither from Bruſſels ; but 
ſhe doth not come. 

Here was a Noiſe that Rome was beſieged by 6000 Spaniards, that the Governor 
of Naples was ſet down before it. His Holineſs was more afraid than hurt, yet it is 
true, that ſome Neapolitan Soldiers were billeted in Romania, and in other Parts near 
Rome.

liſh Fleet gain the new Town, Upon this Advertiſement the King of Morocco gathers ' 
an Army, is upon his March, which the Saint hearing, burns up all the Corn within 
ten Miles of Salleg, and ſpoils the Country, yet ſends him upon his nearer Approach 
ſome Neceſſaries for himſelf, great Herds of - Cows and Flocks of Sheep, which was 
a great Relief to his Army, who with their long Marches were weak and feeble, but 
viſes his Majeſty. not to come nearer, leſt ſome Differences ſhould ariſe betwixt their 
two Armies, which would not eaſily be accommodated, ſhould they meet: He ſtays, 
many of the Soldiers fall ſick and die, many run away, ſo that he is reſolved to retire, 
ſending the Governor with ſome others, and an Exgliſb Merchant, to treat with the 
Town to deliver it up to him and not to the Saint, They come aboard Captain Rainſ/- 
borough, confer with him, then return again into the Town, The King offers to join 
in a League with our King, promiſes that never hereafter any of our Coaſts ſhall be 
infeſted by their Ships, delivers two hundred and ninety of our Captives to Rainſborough, 
(which Captain Cartwright hath already brought Home) faith, that the thouſand ſold 
away to thoſe of Argiers and Tunis ſhall be redeemed and delivered back ; for which 
Purpoſe Captain Rainſborough is gone to Saphy, forty Leagues from Sallee, to treat for 
them, and I believe by this is on his Way Home. They have ſince their coming thi. 
ther ſunk in the Harbour, burnt and battered to pieces twenty eight of their Ships be- 
fore the new Town, which ſurely will by the Moors be yielded up to the King of 
Morocco, and not to the Saint. How we came off from farther treating with the Saint

I am very glad my Lord Antrim hath ſo far improved his Eſtate, and certainly 
there is but need of it conſidering; what Debts are to be paid for himſelf and his Lady.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhips, 
ccoRDING to an Order made by the Right Honourable the late Lords Com- 
A miſſioners for his Majeſty's Treaſury, dated the 1oth of April, 1635, intimatin 
is Majeſty's Pleaſure for erecting a Mint in the Kingdom of Ireland, we have had 
ſeveral Meetings about that Buſineſs, calling to Us (as we were directed) ſome of the 
Officers of his Majeſty's Mint here in England.

of any Man I know, yet in this it had got on him a great Maſtery, My Lord Con- 


way and I never left him; bad Comforters both, for he held his Peace, and I could 
not tell what to ſay : In theſe Things Time doth all; yet I brake Silence firſt, being 
ſent of ſome Meſſages betwixt his Lordſhip and the other ſad Family at Salisbury- 
Houſe. He intended a ſolemn Funeral and a coſtly one, which would have been a 
Fortnight in preparing, but my Lord of Salisbury made it his earneſt Suit to him to 
do it with all Speed and all Privacy; eſpecially ſince ſhe died of that Diſeaſe, and 
that two of his Daughters were ſick of the ſame Diſeaſe in the Houſe 3 which was 
yielded unto.

Way, which had no other Object than yourſelf, nor any other Intent than to im- 
part unto you what I have obſerved in my Experience, and which every rational Man 
will find true, if he be but pleaſed to give himſelf Time till he be forty Years old; 
which is, that there is neither Wiſdom nor Profit to be got by any, living under that 
Juriſdiction, by contending and oppoſing the Proceedings of the Preſident and Council 
at York, Witneſs my Uncle Gargrave, a fatal Inſtance indeed; and many more in a 
lower Degree, whom I could name if thereunto diſpoſed.

INCE gs of — here is a Proclamation come forth to hinder the Growth 
of Popery : But there was a Propoſition made at the Council - Table, which would do 

much Good, were it put in Execution over all Exgland; which was, to take away the 
eldeſt Sons of all who were popiſhly affected, and breed them up in the Religion eſta- 
bliſhed in the Church of England. My Lord Chamberlain fired at it, and moved the 
King, and ſince my Lord's Grace of Canterbury, to have Percy Herbert's Son, who 
is Heir to his Eſtate, ſhould his Son fail, taken from his Father and bred up in the 
Proteſtant Religion. My Lord Powis was not pleaſed much with this Motion, gets 
Acceſs to the King, pleads hard for his Son, humbly deſires, that his Son may not be 
held the moſt jeſuited Papiſt of England, and made the only Example in this Kind: 
He muſt ſubmit to his Majeſty's Pleaſure, but he ſhould do it much more willingly, 
if it were generally done: Nothing is done of this Kind yet, but my Lord Chamber- 
lain preſſeth my Lord of Canterbury often in this Particular. The Vintners of Lon- 
don have offered to the King a Rent of thirty thouſand Pounds, to raiſe Spaniſh Wines 
two Pence in the Quart, and the French Wines a Penny in a Quart more than they 
are uſually ſold at; they would have had another Condition, that the Nobility and 


entry. 
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A. D. Gentry of the Kingdom ſhould have made their Proviſions from them, and not of the 
163% Merchant, but that would not be yielded unto. Here is talk of an Horſe Company to 
2 e raiſed, one hundred Horſe to be a Guard to the King, Mr. Wilmot to be aptain 
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of them, who is to quit his Horſe- Company in the Countries: The Marquis 
Hamilton is his great Friend in this, and comes often to my Lord Vilmot's about 
this Buſineſsz the Captain muſt have a hundred Pounds a Month, and every Soldier 
fifty Pounds a Lear: But whence this Pay muſt come, is not reſolved z that once ſer.

Here is and hath been much French News; Pere Joſeph made a Cardinal; the 
Cardinal Richlieu hath got the Donation of all Biſhopricks and Eccleſiaſtical Places 
within the Kingdom of France: is made Governor of Normandy, the Duke of Lon- 
guevile put out; the Queen undoubtedly with Child, a Dauphin expected; the King 
infinitely kind to her, great Rejoycing in Paris; a hundted thouſand Men raiſed: there 
now againſt the Spring; Mademoiſelle Fayette removed to another Nunnery out of 
Paris, becauſe the Cardinal likes not ſhe ſhould be ſo nigh that King; a Frenchman 
of great Quality committed to the Baſtile for but lending his Coach to the Dutcheſs 
of Chevreux, when ſhe fled out of France: Yet a Ship of our King's, the Bonadventure, 
is gone to the Groyne in Spain to fetch her hither. She has been magnificently enter- 
tained at Madrid, but they are, they ſay, weary of her: Lodgings are provided for 
her in the Garden at Jhitehall, where the old Counteſs of Buckingham lay; here ſhe 
ſhall alſo be defrayed, and is every Day expected.

ſince I am ſtill enforced to contend for your Majeſty's Authority, unmixt with any 
the leaſt private Intereſt of my own: And whilſt my Heart tells me, I am therein 
guided by a perfect Will and Zeal, nay indeed a Neceſſity impoſed upon me ſo to do, 
I am able without Amazement to hear myſelf reported, nay cried out aloud in the 
Streets, to be the Outrageous, where verily I take myſelf to be the Patient; and that 
intirely for the Service of my Maſter. 

I fear this Evil hath not its Root in me, I would to God it lay no deeper, did not 
draw its Sap from a more malignantly fruitful Soil, than any it ſhould find with me. 
I doubt much rather, it grows from an univerſal Diſtemper of this Age, where the 
Subjection neſtles itſelf too near the Sovereignty, where we are more apt wantonly to 
diſpute the Powers which are over us than in former Times : Such a ſpreading Evil 
indeed, as, to my ſeeming, it hath already left God and your Majeſty only capable to 
correct and ſtay the Madneſs of it. And ſurely, Sir, give me Leave with all Humility to 
ſay it is high Time you early and ſeriouſly attend the Cure, when it is almoſt judged a 
Crime roundly to ſerve the. Crown; and every Voice, that either conſtrains or inclines 
this Fury to the Modeſty and Moderation of our Anceſtors, heard, prejudged, as if 
Gracchus were the Speaker.

troller's Houſe. The next Day my Lord Marſhal ſent for them both, and made them 
better Friends. But that which was much wondered at was, my Lord of Devonſhire 


alſo was ſent for to be made Friends with Sir William Crofts, who proteſted before my 


Lord Marſhal, that he never had any Difference with Sir WVilliam Crofts, he was his 
noble Friend, and never had ſaid any thing of him which he did not allow of, For, 


my Lord, all this Buſineſs is riſen from ſome Words which my Lord Devonſbire let 


fall concerning my Lady Dorothy Sidney, when *twas thought the Lord Lovelace laſt 
Summer ſhould have married her; and ſome unkind Paſſages perhaps have been this

ſafe to acquaint me with that Proceeding which was againſt the Lord. Chancellor, and 
which, as you truly write, was loudly and frequently ſpoken of, being a Matter very 
rare, and of great Conſequence, and full of Expectation; and though I did afſure my- 
ſelf by your former Actions, that you would do nothing but upon good Warrant, and 
upon good Grounds, for which you were well able to give a good Account, as you

I know your Lordſhip 
hath ſeen ſuch long and voluminous Arguments, which have been ſent you, as never 
were before diſputed by any at the Bar, as one Man to argue three or four Days, for 
the Judges continued themſelves to argue two of a Day, in which my Argument was 
according to the beſt of my Skill and Judgment upon that Caſe then appearing, both 
for the Matter and the Form or Manner of the Action, and I concluded againſt the 
King's Majeſty ; the Subſtance whereof was, That this Power of raiſing Ship-Money, 
and ſuch Charge or Taxes, was taken away by the Statute of 25* E. I. and the Statute 
of Tallagio non concedendo, and the Statute of 14* E. III. cap. 1. and 1* of R. III. c. 42. 


and by the Statute 3 Car. the Petition of Right, And, Secondly, That Preroga- 


tives of like Nature inherent to the Crown had by Statutes proceeding from the King's 
Bounty been granted to his Subjects from all Times, as I ſhewed by many Statutes of old 
and latter Time; as you may ſee, amongſt others, by the Statutes made 21 Fac. c. 2. 
and by another Statute the ſame Year, cap. 14. Inſiſted that there was not Matter in the 
Writ to manifeſt that there was a Danger of the whole Realm, but of Pirates and Hin- 
drance of coming in of Merchants and Trading. For it is generally agreed, that in 
Time of common Danger and Neceſſity, whereof the King is ſole Judge, ſuch Prepa- 
ration may be made for a general Defence as well by Sea as by Land, the Sea being 
Part of the Kingdom. | 


There were. many Exceptions to the Manner and Form, which were, in my Opini- 
on, and in the Opinion of ſome others, material; but the far greater Number agree- 


ing, we muſt allow thereof, and be involved therein.

The King's Majeſty being hercof informed, gave Direction by the Advice of his 
Counſel for proceeding againſt him in the King*s-Bench, where he was indicted and 
tried, and for that Miſdemeanor fined five thouſand Pounds, and that he ſhould wear 
Papers, and make his Acknowledgment in theſe Words, which I make bold to incloſe. 

He did with Papers come to every Court upon Thurſday the 3th of June, and in a 
ſcornful Manner repeated all the Words ſaving that which concerned me, and that he 
would not do; whereupon he was to the King's Bench committed cloſe Priſoner, and 
there he remains. I have great Cauſe to give God Thanks for his Mercy, who hath ſent 
from Heaven to reprove him that would have eaten me up. And I have Cauſe to 
rejoyce in the King's Juſtice and Mercy, who of himlelt, without any Solicitation of 
mine, and without my Privity, gave expreſs Direction to Mr. Attorney-General, that 
he and the reſt of his Counſel ſhould take care of the Matter, which was done ver 
tully. I know your Facility and indefatigable Diligence, and your incomparable Abi. 

lity in all Cauſes to be informed truly, and then to judge rightly, | 

I have troubled you too long in this Subject, only let me ſay to your Lordſhip truly, that 
my Lord Finch in his Argument did molt excellently relate the firſt Beginning of this 
Project from The King's Care to be rightly informed, his Purpoſe to make no 
Profit to his own Purſe, nor Imploy ment but for the general Defence, nor no annual Re- 
venues, nor longer than the now Occaſion did inforce it.

x Conſequence of theſe States Treaties with the French, and renewing of their 
main Alliance, whereof I gave your Lordſhip Notice in due Time, the Frency 
having laid Siege unto Sr, Omer, theſe likewiſe have affayed to caſt a Siege to A. 
werp upon Flanders Side. For which Effect the Prince of Aurange firſt ſending 
Count William of Naſſan with ſeventy one Companies of Foot, among whom 
were the three Scotch Regiments, though. not entire, and four Troops of Horſe 
towards Liefkenſhorck, where the Enemy's Forces being diverted by a great Num. 
ber of empty Boats ſet on purpoſe to deſcend the Stream, he marched towards and 


over the Moraſs, into the Pays de Waes meeting with little or no Reſiſtance, and

Quarter, others flying towards Beveren, But his Proceedings ſince have not been ſo 
fortunate as his Entry. For, three or four Days after, the Enemy making Head, and 
ruſhing on all Parts Upon him, he began to ſuſpect his Hold, and thinking to retire, 
received his Ruin. For his Dutch Infantry perceiving the Horſes begin to retreat to- 
wards the Boats, laboured to get thither firſt, but in ſuch Diſorder, as the Enemy cha- 
ſing them cloſe, ſome taking-one Way, ſome another, many falling into the Bogs and 
Mariſhes, almoſt half of them were either taken Priſoners, or ſlain, or drowned : For 
the Priſoners are ſaid to be about 3500, all brought to Antwerp.

beit in ſuch a Condition, as, by Letters to be within three Days ſent to Mr. Sccreta 
Coke, will appear; yet all weighed is, in a Time better ſecured, rathef too little than 
otherwiſe, to aſcertain the Peace and Tranquility of this Government and Subject; 
For your Majeſty may be pleaſed to conſider, the Settling all the Plantations of Coy. 
nag bi, Munſter, and other Parts of the Kingdom, is the great Work now upon our 
Hands, and the People more apt conſequently to ſtir upon ſo great an Alteration as

Three Men are appointed for training the 
Foot in the ſeveral Ridings, but the general Opinion was (contrary to mine) not to 
train when they view, but to appoint Times for it after, ſo as that is like to be done 
at Leiſure alſo. Seeing it pleaſes the Wiſdom of ſome great Patriot (for ſaving the 


| Country's Charge and Pains) to think it fit to do no more than formerly, notwithſtand- 


ing the Meſſage by Sir George Radcliffe, becauſe the Lords Letters to your Lordſhip 
(whereof I had a Copy from Mr. Ray/ton) is but in the uſual Form. And when I de- 
clared my Opinion to the contrary, becauſe of his Majeſty's Command not only now,

x this I ſhall humbly preſent the State of the Army, together with an Account of 


ſuch Things as I have in Charge concerning it, as alſo ſome other Conſiderations 
tor the better Settling and Reglement thereof in the future, . 

The Horſe with the Officers are fix-Hundred and nine; one Hundred and ten where- 
of are Cuiraſſiers compleat, the reſt are Carbines : Theſe are divided into nine Com- 
panies. My own Troop Cuiraſſiers conſiſts of a Hundred and ten, and I march, be- 
ſides Officers, an Hundred. Two of the other are threeſcore and ſeven; and all the 
reſt are fifty ſeven, So the two firſt march in like Manner threeſcore; the other ſix 


fifty a piece; which with two and twenty Horſemen belonging the Provoſt Marſhal of 


Connaght and Munſter, make up.the above Number of fix hundred and nine. 

When his Majeſty was gracioufly pleaſed to appoint me to the Government of 
this Army, the Horſe were altogether naked Men, without other Weapons than Staves 
and Swords, ſcarce a good Piſtol amongſt them, ſcarce an Officer who underſtood how 
to order his Men, So as I found it moſt true what my Lord Wimbledon told me be- 
fore I came hither, to wit, there was not any here that knew how to command an 
Horſe Troop; this was truly their State then. | 

But at length I have without one Penny charge to his Majeſty, provided the Car- 
bines with Piſtols, Headpiece, Gorget, Breaſt, Back, ſhort Taces and Sword; ſo as I 
dare avow them to be as compleatly armed, as any other Men whereſoever. The 
Officers daily exerciſe their Troops, and are fo well advanced in that Knowledge, that 
I truſt none ſhall ſhow more ready or capable Men to ſerve than they will be, yet I 
confeſs their Horſe are not ſo ſtrong and high priſed as I could wiſh z and which is 
the worſt, I ſee not how to procure 1t better, by reaſon their Pay 1s ſo ſmall. And 
this is truly their Condition now. 2 

The four Provoſt Marſhals of Leinſter, Munſter, Ulſter, and Connaght had anciently 
twelve Horſemen apiece allowed them in the Martial Liſt, to which (being in my 
Judgment not well caſt) you will find them again reſtored in my Propoſition for raiſing 
of four hundred Horſe de novo: For the Juſtices of the Peace are in this Kingdom 


vate without any Aſpect towards the Publick, and all the Natives generally ill affected 
to that Manner of Government; which Negligence was ſupplied by theſe Provincial 
Officers, who with their Horſemen were ſtill ready upon the Place to purſue and ap- 


prehend, before they could gather to an Head, all ſuch looſe Perſons as went out upon 


their keeping, and by that preſent and ſpeedy Courſe, prevented very many Violences, 


very ignorant in the Execution of that Power, altogether intent upon their own Pri- 


and ſome Murders done upon the People for want thereof; inſomuch as ever ſince we 


have had every Year, ſometimes in one County, ſometimes in another, Rebels grow 
to be near twenty together, ſpoiling and preying upon the Englii/b much to their At- 
fright and Diſcouragement.

in more Fear and better Duty by one Provoſt Marſhal, and the Terror of his exe-

I had them all, (excepting fix Companies ſpared their coming up this Year in reſpect 
of that damnable Journey they had the laſt Winter to Callbeggs) here under my Eye 


this whole Month. They marched hither forth of their Garriſons without offering the

And conſidering it is neceſſary, that his Majeſty breed up, and have a Seminary of

ſent Time ſhows but over plainly to every Eye, without doubt it cannot be ſettled

For, I truſt to impoſe ix thouſand Foot upon the Plantations now in ſettling, 
and cauſe the Planters to repay the King for thoſe Arms, which ſhall nevertheleſs be 
kept in the Store for their Uſe only, and as often as the State ſhall find fit to imploy 
thoſe Forces. As for the Men to bear theſe Arms, I will divide them amongſt the 
Captains of the Army, making their ſeveral Companies two Hundred that are now 
but forty five apiece ; and ſee, that they ſhall by thoſe Officers be as perfectly and 
well exerciſed as thoſe others which are in his Majeſty's Pay. And ſo have without 
further Charge, eight thouſand of as good Foot as the two thouſand are we'now 
have. I further truſt by this Means to increaſe the Number of Horſe alſo, howbeit 
in a leſſer Proportion, and then by that Time all this be fulfilled, the Queſtion may, 
with the Help of God, and under the wiſe Conduct of his Majeſty, be in ſome Conf.

divers Times met with the Scotiſh Commiſſioners, having had Notice by Letters from 1 
a Friend of their Goings and Returns every Time after they had firſt been there, 
though they have taken wonderful much Pains in poſting to and fro, beſides their 
Care and Endeavours to compoſe Things peaceably, which I think will hardly for all 
that be effected without his Majeſty's yielding far — Sovereignty, having already 
deſcended too low, neither do I think that will ſerve the Turn, nor what elſe can be 
done to reſtrain their unbridled Fury and Madneſs. Thoſe imployed by his Majeſty, 
truly I am perſuaded, deſire it were otherwiſe, and that in Sincerity of Heart; yet 
I perceived after I got into the Acquaintance of ſome of the beſt Quality, and took 
Boldneſs to object many Things that touched the Quick, there was much, nay mani- 
felt Difference, if not Contrariety, betwixt thoſe Things they ſeemed. to hope, and 
their Anſwers to thoſe Objections of mine; ſo that I thought I perceived in their An- 
ſwers much Nobleneſs in ſpeaking Truth, yet I ſee all Scotchmen are Scots. That very 
Day, being Saturday, that Fack came to Grimſton, I being at Righton, Intelligence 
came thither to me of their going down, and that that Night they lay at Ferrybridge, 
where I muſt be and was. This was the Marquis's firſt Return from Court down a- 
gain. I ſupped that Night with them, but had ſpent two Hours before with a Friend 
in diſcourſing of that Buſineſs; I was then a Stranger to moſt of the Company, ex- 
cepting the Earl of Denbigh, Dr. Belcanquel, and one other; Men of Quality there 
were none amongſt them, ſaving the Earl of Abercorn, (who only accompanied them 
to Newcaſte, for into Scotland he durſt not go) Sir James Hamilton (who is ſaid to 
be a brave Gentleman, and one J perceive the Marquis much values) and my Brother 
Maule, theſe were all at this Time. I was very late with them, of which. I was glad, 
becauſe I ſaw them all (that I cared much to be acquainted with) upon ſome general 
Diſcourſe as willing as I could wiſh, or rather more than I could expect, of which! 
took Advantage, as not intending to loſe my Knowledge of them; and truly Iam per- 
ſuaded. (as I thank God my Body was diſpoſed) if I had known of their coming à 
Week ſooner, I had then gone with them into Scotland, where I might have inform- 
ed my Knowledge by many Circumſtances of Things I already knew, much better 
than by any Relation ſpoken or written, of both which I have had this Summer a 
good Store, ſpringing from the Fountain Head, as many Men wiſer than* myſelf ; and 
truly if I had done fo, I might have been ſerviceable to ſome of my moſt honoured 


Friends. To digreſs a little. It ſeemed, Fack not long before he came over writ = 
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my Brother Maule, which he took fo kindly, as he afking me very lovingly 


tor which he firft chid me, and after expreſſed a great Defire to ſee him, which I pro- 
miſed he ſhould, though he came into Scotland to wait on him; for I then Knew not 
he was come to Grimſton the ſame Night, till the next Day, which was Monday, that 
he came to Righton to m. | x | 

The next Time the Marquis came back from Scotland I only came ſhort of him half 
an Hour, which troubled me the lefs, becauſe he came away fad and difcontented, 
ſcarce ſtaid to ſup before he went to Bed, and was gone the next Morning by break 
of Day: And no Marvel, for he came away fo fuddenly, as none of the contrary Party 


knew of it, nor very few of his own Company, excepting Sir James Hamilton (who 


had Directions to follow him, but could not overtake before he had paſſed Ferrybridge) 
and my Brother Maule (who craved Leave, becauſe the Marquis's Stay going and 
coming was to be bur three Weeks, to attend his Return there, for Diſpatch of his own 
private Affairs, having before waited of him thence to the Court.) So only Dr. Bei- 
canquel attended him out of Scotland. At this Time there happened a pretty glorious, 
fabulous Paſſage, the Scene whereof was Doncaſter, at the Succeſs whereof your Lord- 
ſhip may perhaps ſmile, how I was innocently gulled. Thus it was, Mr. Francis Ne- 


die of Cheete told the Vice-Preſident, that Sir William Savile, with divers others, 


being at Doncaſter about a Commiſſion there betwixt him and Dr. Levitt, hearing the 
Marquis was lighted there, went and preſented his Service to him, who took him by 
the Hand very nobly, (this Complement being out of Faſhion at Court ever ſince 
Blue Coats, and Swords, and Bucklers were laid by, might have made the reft ſuſpi- 
cious) well, he aſked the Marquis what Hope there was that the Affairs of Scotland 
would have good Succeſs ? His Anſwer was, truly he had very great Hopes, for the 
Buſineſs went very calmly and orderly on, Some others of very good Underſtanding, 
known, and knowing the Marquis very well, one eſpecially much valued by him, Sir 
Robert Amſtruther ſaid, he had nothing bat Sadnefs in his Countenance, and well Pu 
for after they had received from him all his Majeſty's Pleaſure, and that he had no 
more in Charge to deliver to them, they moſt imperiouſiy demanded Satisfaction of 
their Deſires of having a free Aſſembly granted, that thoſe Things in their Petition 
might be diſcuſſed therein, which he had no Authority to do; nay, though all or moſt 
of the Commiſſioners had humbly mterceded for it, his Majeſty would not grant it, 
which was the Caufe of his ſudden Departure to try once more if he could obtain 
that from the King, without which nothing could be effected that tended ſo much as 
to Peace, 2 | 

At his going down this Time from Court, I had Notice ſent me what Night he 
would be at Ferrybridge, Whither I went to attend his coming; thither he came late, 
and late went to Supper, by reaſon of Letters he had to write to Court, which chiefly 
concerned two Things. The one was, at Newark he met thoſe Scotiſþ Biſhops that 
had lain ſo long at Berwick and Newcaſtle, going up to Court, whole Stay he com- 
manded till his Majeſty's Pleaſure was known: The other was, a Bruit he heard with 
Confidence, that there was gone to Berwick two or three Commanders of Note, and 
as many Captains, amongſt the Number of which was one Gibſon, once your Lord» 
ſhip's domeſtick Servant at York, He knew well though ſuch a Thing could not be 
without his Knowledge, yet he took it for granted, if the Fame of ſuch Things ſhould 
ly into Scotland before him, or follow him at the Heels, his Majeſty's gracious yield- 
ing to a free Aſſembly (yet not without Limitation) would not be of Force to ke 
them quiet, as it afterwards proved; for within few Days after his Arrival the Noiſe 
this News made came to the Ears of thoſe of the Covenanters that were next 1 0 
cent to Berwick, upon which preſently they were all in a Tumult, and could hardly 
be reſtrained by the Marquis, or by Proclamation, but would preſently go and take in 
Berwick till they were aſſured of the Untruth of it, then were they, and not till then 
pacify*d. Jack had now been with me about three Weeks, ſo I took him along with 
me to Ferrybridge, where we were, I think, two Hours before the Marquis came. |] 
vent down to wait of him before he alighted out of his Coach, where he did very 
chearfully, with a ſmiling Countenance Piloting me, and after aſked, why came you 
ther? IT anſwered to kiſs his Hands for the noble Favours done to me the laſt Time I 
waitcd on him there; he thanked me with a great Show of Kindneſs, and ſo took me 
p with him, And truly to ſpeak the Truth; I was never more made of, nor more

A. D. kindly uſed, by any Stranger in all the Days of my Life; amongſt other Favours, wh, 
1638. we were to fit down at the Table, it pleaſed. him to command me to fit down

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at the

two Earls Sons, which, as it was fit, as mannerly as I could I refuſed, intreating hin 


to command me to ſerve him in any thing wherein I might not wrong others, ng An. 
ſwer would ſerve, his Importunity forced an unwilling Obedience from me, 

But long before this, after the Chamber was emptied of Servants and all other Com. 
pany, faving the Secretary's Son, Sir James Hamilton, and Dr. Belcanguel, I faid, | 
was as glad to ſee him have as chearful an Aſpect now, as I was to hear he had ſo, and 
that upon good Reaſon, at Doncaſter in his Paſſage up; and that he had ſo good Hope 
there would be a grateful Concluſion of thoſe Buſineſſes (as I was informed by a Gen. 
tleman of this Country to whom his Lordſhip told as much at Doncaſter.) To which his 
Anſwer was, truly, whatſoever my Hopes were then, I neither ſaw, faluted (but in 
Paſſage) nor ſpoke with any of your Country to communicate any ſuch thing to, Non 
was 1 almoſt non plus, but by that time he had done, I recollected myſelf, and faid, | 


was glad howſoever to ſee it ſo now, ſince good Hopes come never too late; for which 


he thanked me. Sir James Hamilton aſked me after, if he might know his Name; 
which he did by me; at which he proteſted he was not all the Time the Marquis wa 
at Doncaſter from him an Inch, — 4 that there was no Man living with him but tho 
of his own Company and Retinue, Except Sir Robert Amſtruther. Which ſhall bea 
Warning to me for ever not to begin a Complement at the Hint of another's Report, 
unleſs I know and dare believe him very well. The Marquis, amongſt many other 
Queſtions, aſked, if I could tell (to uſe his own Phraſe) how many Souls there were 
in Yorkſhire? I anſwered, it was impoſſible almoſt for me to know, for ſuch Reaſons a; 
I told him (too many to trouble your Lordſhip with the Relation of) but ſuch as he 
ſeemed ſatisfied with; yet I told him, he might imagine the Number was very oreat, 
becauſe in theſe Weſtern Parts of this Country (having related before how the Count 
was divided) there was in one Pariſh, not paſſing fourteen Miles off the Place where 
he was, not many fewer than thirty thouſand, and again within ſix Miles of that, not 
fewer than twenty thouſand Communicants; at which he ſeemed to wonder much, 
He enquired much, what were the Forces of this Country, both of Foot and Horſe? 


how often trained? and where? of which I gave him a juſt and true Account, Heaſk- 


ed me of the Truth of that Report, and whether I had heard of any Commanders 
ſent down to Berwick, or no? I anſwered him (with Pardon from his Lordſhip) | 
heard more than I believed, and more than I knew was true; for, I had Letters as 
lately from the Court as any Inhabitant in this Country, and that the Night before 
there lay at my Houſe a Gentleman of Quality that came out of thoſe Parts, He 
told me at Supper he had ſpecial Command from the King to ſend my Brother Maul, 
preſently upon his Arrival there, to Court, but he was unreturned from Penmure, and 
it was contradicted before he did; ſo that he came not thence till the 22d of OAober to 


Edinburgh. Sir James Hamilton and I had an Hour's private Conference, beſides what 


I had before with others; and ſince my Acquaintance has held fo well on with them, 
as there have paſſed Letters betwixt us. He would needs injoin me to write to my 
Brother Maule, and deſired to be the Meſſenger himſelf, and the next Morning he 
came to my Lodgings to call for it, I little ſuſpecting they would be gone before Day. 
I had forgotten to relate to your Lordſhip in his due Place being before this. laſt, how 
caſually I met with Marquis Douglaſs voluntary going to Court, it ſeemed, by that | 
heard afterwards, to offer his Service to the King in this Buſineſs, which was not well 


pleaſing to the other, he hath ſtaid there ever ſince, and returned lately from Court, on 


Tueſday laſt he lay at Wetherby, and the Earl of Nithi/dale with him. It is faid, 
whilſt he was here, there were ſome Overtures made to him by the. Covenanters, 
which either in Part, or in the whole he acquainted his Majeſty with, howloever he 1s 
returned not very well pleaſed. On Wedneſday Morning betwixt Wetherby and Bo- 
roughbridge he met Mr. Eames Maxwell and my Brother Maule ſent by Marquis Ha- 
milton to Court, with Charge to be there on Saturday Night. Your Lordſhip's Let- 
ters to my Brother Maule were ſafely delivered in Scotland, but after I heard his com- 
ing from thence was ſo uncertain, not knowing whether yours to him might require 
an Anſwer, I made Fack ſend his Footman (who knew the Country well) to know whe- 
ther he would command him any Service to your Lordſhip, he found him got from Edin. 
burgh back to Penmure, and to return thither again, and ſo into England preſently. But 
Mr. Mawwe!! would not let him go to him, but ſtaid him there for fear of mos 
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him, On the 21ſt or 22d of October he came thither, and wrote to me the 23d, with A. D. 
a Letter incloſed to your Lordſhip, which I delivered to Fack. He wrote me Word, 1638. 
that if he came at his own Leiſure and fingle, he would come to me; if not, he would www 


not fail ſo to write to me, as if my Health permitted, we might meet ; but after his 


Letters were ſealed, he that intended to have ſet forward that Week, was ſtaid by the 


Marquis ten Days longer. Yet like an honeſt Man, there was a Letter brought to 
me written by him at Boroughbridge, as I was late at Supper on Tueſday Night laſt, to 
intreat me to meet him the next Day, and if he were ungone, to bring my Son Jobn 
with me. I ſent him to Wetherby very early, to let him know that I would not fail 
to wait on him about Aberforth, which I did, more than a Salutation to Mr. Max. 
well I ſpake not to any Man living but him, neither ever parted we Horſe-ſides, till 
we took Leave one of another, which was beyond Ferrybridge, which, in time, ac- 
cording to Mr. MaxwelPs flow Pace, was above three Hours. As he me, fo did 
Mr. Maxwell entertain Zack with Diſcourſe all the while, without Interruption, and 
was very free to him about the great Major. My Brother Maule told me, they had 
heard at Edinburgh of the diſmal Accident at the Manor, and that it was there con- 
fdehtly reported to the Marquis and a great Company more, that it was the Vice- 
Preſident himſelf that was ſlain with the Fall of a Chimney, that beat down the Roof 
of the Chamber where he was with two or three Gentlemen of Quality his intimate 
Friends, and they were ſome of them mortally hurt, at which News he - ſtartled, or 
rather, as he ſaid, was ſtruck, being extreme ſorry for him, whom he loves wonder- 
fully well; and the more, becauſe his Thoughts reflected preſently on me, as being one; 
for Love ever fears the worſe. This was not contradicted till he came beyond Dur- 
ham. Thus have I been bold to trouble your Lordſhip with a tedious, though happi- 
ly not a uſeleſs Journal of half a Summer and a Piece of Winter. I ſuppoſe your 
Lordſhip can never be ſatisfied with bare and ſuperficial Relations, which are neither 
for Delight nor Profit, unleſs there be ſomething of Subſtance z and though I know you 
cannot avoid the hearing of theſe Affairs, it may be you will not be diſpleaſed with 
ſome of my Summer-Fruits, for you love Holland Pippins, and they are ſmart, nor 
reje&t my Gleanings after a plentiful Harveſt, though barren Ground yields light Ears. 


And now in the firſt Place, give me Leave to diflent ſomething from your Lordſhip, 


(to uſe your own elegant Expreſſion) you do not think the Lion is fo terrible as he is 
painted; point blank againſt this I am not, and yet think he is terrible enough to fear 
us. I am perſuaded thoſe whoſe Hearts are very loyal, and would run a great 
Hazard, nay would undergo a great Loſs, do yet neither leſſen the Fear, nor extenuate 
the Danger, and that by way of ſafe and honeſt Policy. For if they could by that 
Means get their Laws, Privileges and Immunities (which are very great, queſtioned, 
and perhaps in Danger of being diſannulled) confirmed and eſtabliſhed, I anſwer, they 
do their Country good Service, and offend not this Kingdom, in defending it from 
Wars, and the dangerous Effects of it beſides the Doubtfulneſs of Fortune. That he 
is terrible enough to fear us, ſure, though it cannot be but that we in Number are 
more than twenty for one, yet how often hath that failed both in the Roman Wars, the 
Turkiſh, the French, and with us againſt them, beſides a numberleſs Number of more 
Examples, more ancient, more modern, and nearer hand? It hath been, eſpecially in 
Places of Advantage, by the greateſt Commander in the World thought, too many 
Hands have as often done Hurt as too few, and doubtleſs they are able to bring Men 
enough to the Field (though not to ſupply Loſſes) yet to give Battle to any Prince in 
_ Chriſtendom, and keep as many as may ſecure their own Country, if there were need 
of any thing but the Country itſelf to kill them that aſſault it. Out of doubt, they 
may draw out above threeſcore thouſand ſtrong, able, well armed Men, ſuch as hardly 
will be terrified with any Danger, and ſuch as are inured to all the Il]s that War com- 
monly puts Soldiers to. Though in the firſt we may equal them, as long as Health 
and Strength laſts, yet doubtleſs in the other we fall far ſhort. It is moſt certain, of 
ſuch Men excellently well armed, they have in one Shire thirty thouſand. We are, 


queſtionleſs, far inferior to them in Number of great and expert Commanders within | 


this Kingdom. And I fear, if it ſhould come to that, which God avert, they would 


too far within our Bowels to be eaſily caſt out again by thoſe ſent for from foreign 
arts. And I am perſuaded, nay it cannot be, but we ſhall have Work enough to 


_ our Eyes, Hands, and Hearts from them to guard more precious Things. Doubt- 
els, no Part of his Majeſty's Dominions but would be infeſted more or leſs; nay, 
Which is worſe, who can tell how many Hearts they have (God, pardon and turn the 

| Hearts 
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A. D. Henrts of ſuch) in this Kingdom? Who, though they may be drawn to the Field. 
1638. may fight ſo faintly as they had better run away; nay, perhaps, if ever Fortune mil. 
www on them in any one Conflict, falſe Cowards may prove fatal and bloody Butchers to 
their own Side. Beſides, if it ſhould come to ſo great a Miſchief,” as a Winter 
War, if they were able but to lye in their Trenches, and have Store of Proviſion 
(as I believe they would have, for doubtleſs they will make theſe Parts the Seat 
of the War) they ſcarce would ever need to fight, but would find cold Nights and 
ill Weather their familiar Friends; and we, I mean the common Soldier, would be 
found dead under every Hedge. Doubtleſs in point of enduring Hardineſs, and fight. 
ing in Blood, the Courage of the Peaſant is as great as of either the Gentlemen or 
Noblemen, quite contrary to them of France and us now effeminated. Neither 
is it a ſmall Encouragement to the common Soldier to fight for Victory, Liberty 
Maintenance of their Laws and Privileges, belides Booty and Riches : Whereas we haye 
but one of theſe, the Glory of the Victory, which of how mean Eſtimation it is, and 
how inſenſible the common People (our Strength in reſpect to Number) are of it 
we may by Experience daily find z nor is it not to be unregarded, that theſe will have 
leſs Courage to fight againſt ſuch as intend us no Ill, but in their own Defence, und 
perhaps will ſeem to take nothing from us, but that the Neceſſity of War compel; 
them to. And truly (which God forbid) if a Time of ſuch Calamity ſhould come 
upon us, it would like a Thief in the Night, take us unprovided and difmayed, like 
a ſudden Plague or Deluge, which would infect and overflow much Ground before it 
could be ſtayed, and the Waters turn home into their own natural Channels, Ns. 
ther do I think that Kingdom of J1reland, either ſo fortified by the Engliſh Planta. 
tions, by the Peace, Plenty, and Obligement of the Natives, or by the better Life the 
Scots do there enjoy, nor the Power that is, or may be to curb them, will (if theſe 
break forth into War) reſtrain or keep the other quiet; ſince when Occaſion may be 
laid hold of, I more ſuſpect the falſe Hearts of the Jriſb Natives, who will, ever 
upon advantageous Hopes, find the ſame Bellows to blow, and the ſame Hand to blow 
with, that they have formerly had, more than the ſtranger Scots, of whom I am nei- 
ther ſecure, nor whom I think will want Coadjutors. I pray God quit us from Fears, 
keep us from Danger, ſettle the Hearts of thoſe that waver, cohfirm the faithful, 
and confound, if not change thoſe, who pray not for, and would defend the Feruſalem 
of our God. This is all I can fay touching our Fears and Cauſes of them affirmative- 
ly, for the negative Part it belongs to ourſelves, and needs no other Diſcovery than what 
it lays open to every Eye. 

The late Proclamation, doubtleſs, was a very gracious Satisfaction to their Demands, 
yet they think it ſuch a Thing as is void of all reality, and rather a Snare than a De- 
claration of Liberty from ſurmiſed Grievances, only publiſhed to gain Time, and loſe 
the Advantage ſuppoſed now in their Hands. The Confeſſion and Band lately pub- 
liſhed, and enjoined to be ſworn to by all People of all Eſtates and Degrees within the 
Kingdom, is ſuſpected to aim at no other End, but as a Bait caſt out among Dogs to 
{et them together by the Ears, and rather to annihilate and break aſunder their former 
Covenant. At which I much wonder, being ſo full of Piety and good Government of 
the Church, as many of our own Nation would think it a great Happineſs if they had 
the like. Nay, truly it is to be admired, it ſhould be ſo full and home, and bound by ſo 
great and ſolemn Proteſtations as it is, acquitted of all by-reſpects, and publiſhed to 
the World to be the only pure and ſincere Truth, both for Subſtance and Diſcipline, 
that is profeſſed, taught, and uſed in the Chriſtian World. Sure then many others 
are as far out of the Way, as thoſe Things were, put upon them by their own Biſhops. 
To which Profeſſion whoſoever is ſo {worn and bound by ſuch a ſolemn Band, to 
maintain and keep without Violation, with Lives and Goods, I wonder what Power 
can hereafter diſpenſe with ſuch an Oath fo taken, by ſo ſtrong and vchement almoſt 
Execrations ratified againſt the Violators, It is to be feared they are not to be over- 
come but by yielding; and how that may ſhow to wiſer Men I know not, to me it 

| doth very diſhonourable and diſadvantageous to future Actions, diſcovering a naked 
Part that ſhould not be ſeen. Doubtleſs Fury hath hurried them too far, to be re- 
ſtrained by any Thing but Force. It is thought, though they have a gracious Pardon 
for whatſoever is by-paſt, they, jealous of their own ill Deſerts, think that a Cloud 
will hang and watch over the Heads of thoſe great ones, who have been the Authors 
of all theſe Miſchiefs, and as ſoon as the Wind is laid, will fall on them in terrible 


Storms and Showers, to their utter Overthrow : For what Difference do they think « 
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it betwixt periſhing with Honour by the Hand of Mars, and dying by the Sword of A. D. 
Atrea ignomimioully ? Every Man that may die when he will, may by the ſame Power 1638. 
as he will. And what hope can there be, of what Truth to be expected, when Houſes wvw 
are ſo divided amongſt themſelves, if it ſhould come to the Deciſion of the Sword? 
Will a Father leave his Child, a Son the Mother, a Brother the Siſter, a Wife the 
Huſband ? Help to butcher them with their own Hands ? Bleſs and not curſe the Hand 
that doth it? And out of doubt it is moſt true, there are not pafled three of the Privy 
or ſecret (as they call them) Council of Scotland, but which way ſoever they look, 
their Sons look quite contrary z and it is a Wonder, that they, who ſhould have a tri- 
ple Power, of Fathers over Children, of Lords over Vaſſals, Magiſtrates over both; 
ſhould neither be able to perſuade Obedience from their Children, Service from their 
Vaſſals, nor Loyalty from either. If Men were not ſubject both by the Law of God, 
of Nature, of Cuſtom, there might this ſucceeding Reaſon be admitted for ſomething. 
And this might be ſaid, if by Perſuaſions and Endeavours, nay by the Loſs of the 
Lives of us that are loyal, theſe Things might be compoſed peaceably, we ſhould offer 
up both, as a free-will Offering to pacify thoſe that are cauſeleſly enraged. But ſince 
that cannot be done, but it muſt come to the Sword, if thoſe of ours periſh for want 
of Help, or by Diviſions, what can we expect for imbruing our Hands in our Chil- 
drens, in our Brothers, in our Fathers Blood? What Compenſation can be made for, 
and with, theſe Loſſes ? But for their Sakes we become greater Vaſſals than ever. May 
not then our Tongues, our Hands be forced to ſpeak, ſubſcribe, and render us the 
moſt miſerable of all Nations in the Chriſttan World, who have ſo many hundred of 
Years enjoyed as great Privileges and Immunities, both in reſpect of every Man's own, 
as of that wherein our Kings did and could claim a Property ? May we not then be 
forced to put our Necks, nay our Souls, under and into the Yoke of what Alterations 
in Religion it will pleaſe our Biſhops ? Will they not then, when they have us under their 
Feet, make all their Fingers heavier than all our Forefathers Loins ? And had we not bet- 
ter join (ſuch a Neceſſity compelling, having done our beſt Endeavours to compoſe all 
Differences in Peace) than to all our Ruins both of Lives, Goods, Eſtates, Honours be- 
ſides, and Devaſtation of our Conſciences be ſevered, in a War and fight for our own 
Ruins? It is thought thus the perverſe and diſloyally affected ſpeak for themſelves, coun- 
terfeiting and putting on the Perſons of thoſe better affected and more Loyal. But 
the 22d of this Month (it God give a Bleſſing to the Aﬀembly at Glaſeow) will give 
a Comma, it is hoped, if not a full Point to all theſe Calamities; if it hold on both 
Sides, which may be doubted. Since, I ſuppofe, if the Biſhops ſhould be denied to .

WV! EREAS I Adam Viſcount Loftus, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, did on the 24th 
of July laſt openly at this Board charge the Lord Deputy to be Principal in the 
Decree paſt, and Principal in the Proſecution againſt me in the Cauſe depending at the 
Council-Board, wherein Sir Fohn Gifford Knight is Plaintiff againſt me and my Son, 
Sir Edward Loftus, Defendants ; which Proſecution being denied by the Lord Deputy 
otherwiſe than a Perſon intruſted to ſee his Majeſty's Authority in the Acts of his 
Council-Board obeyed, I did then again ſay, I wiſh to God I had not found it ſo. 
Now better recollecting myſelf, I do humbly acknowledge to have ſpoken thoſe 
Words very unadviſedly, in regard of the Place and joint Reſpe& which I owe to the 
Dignity of the Lord Deputy and Council, with Scandal and Diſreſpect alſo to the par- 


ticular Perſon of his Majeſty's Deputy, thus upon my own Surmiſes, without Proof,

but the firſt of theſe mentioned by you was indeed an Error in the Direction, and a 
great one; but I could not help it. For ſuch of the Biſhops of Scotland as were truſted 
with it were all for the quiet Way, and that fitting his Majeſty's Diſpoſition, I was 
not able to withſtand it, and indeed muſt have been thought very bold, had I taken 
upon me to underſtand the Courſe of that Church and Kingdom better than they. But 
the main Failure in the Direction, if I miſtake not, was, that all the Lords of that 
Council were not more thoroughly dealt with by the King, and their Judgments more 
thoroughly ſifted before any thing had been put to Execution. And I am confident 
all had gone well enough, if Traquair had done his Duty: But he thought he had all 
in a String, and 4 5 a Deſire to diſgrace ſome Biſhops, did not only ſuffer, but cer- 
tainly 4 — do ſome Things, which let all looſe, and quite out of their imagined 
Power to recall. And this was the greateſt Bane of the Buſineſs, which I have 4 
| able 
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able to obſerve next to the over- much Confidence which the King would ſtill put in A. P. 
him, notwithſtanding ſome Biſhops ſtill informed how falſe and unworthy his Carriage 1638. 
was. And for that which follows, I wholly agree with you, that ſince it is come to 


this Height, if his Majeſty do not maſter them, and bring them under Obedience, the 
firſt Error will be ſo far ſeconded with a greater, as that the Conſequences may be God 
knows what; ſuch I am ſure as I hold not fit to prognoſticate. teh an nn 
I humbly thahk your Lordſhip for giving me Leave to write my Thoughts freely. 
And I did it when I writto you to be careful that nothing might be done on that Side 
by you, that might difficult my Lord Marquis his Proceedings. For truly, my Lord, 
I have been as careful of this Buſineſs as poſſibly I could to the utmoſt of that poor 
Underſtanding which, God hath given me. But now, my Lord, this Conſideration is 
at an End: For the Aſſembly fits notwithſtanding the Proclamation publiſhed by my 
Lord Marquis in his Majeſty's Name to diſſolve it, and that under the Pain of Trea- 
ſon; and notwithſtanding another, Proclamation ſince, ſetting down the Cauſes why his 
Majeſty diſſolved it, and requiring all his Subjects not to accept of it as of an Aſſem- 
bly. So that now my Lord Marquis hath ſent away his Friends that were with him, 
and they are come to Court theſe Holydays, himſelf being forced to ſtay a little longer 
by reaſon of a Bile broken out upon him, but is now thought to be on his Way hither- 
ward. So that you are now free to go in that Way for his Majeſty's Service which 
your own Wiſdom ſhall dictate to you, according to the Inſtructions lately given you 
by Mr, Secretary Coke. ; 1 
And whereas you write that you are deeply fallen into my Lord Marquis's Diſplea- 
ſure, I hope it is not ſo; but if there be any ſuch Thing, it muſt either come by 
the Infuſion of or if not ſo, then by the Clamours of Sir Patrick Hamil- 
ton. who hangs here upon my Lord's Followers, and no queſtion hath written to my 
Lord himſelf, But I do not much fear this Buſineſs. For upon Mr. Secretary Vinde- 
bank's preſenting of your Lordſhip's Letters to the King (which William Raylton tells 
me he did freely and fairly) that Buſineſs is referred to the Judges as yourſelf would 
have it, and of which I doubt not but he hath given you a full Account. ty 
If you hear nothing of Mr. Smithwick or his Agent, I have nothing more to Tay 
till you do, fave to thank you for your Readineſs to hear them, which I do, 5 
I thank your Lordſhip alſo for Captain Sherlock, and your great Readineſs to plea- 
ſure the Kindred of the Lord Duke of Buckingham, you have done me a great deal 
of Honour by it with my Lady Cornwallis, Fee rt, 
Truly I am ſorry alſo for the Vice-Preſident's Loſs of his Son, and cannot blame 
tne Women and Children which are with you, if they be fearful of ſuch old, rotten, 
and yet high built Chimneys, which you fay are in the Caſtle; and you ſhall do very 
well, I think, to mend them next Spring, and ſo ſecure their Fears. | | 
For the laſt Paſſage of your Letters I did the very next Morning ſend the Paper, 
which the Maſter of the Ordnance put into your Hands, to the Vice-Chancellor with 
a ſpecial Charge, that he ſhould conſider of the Buſineſs. I have no Anſwer yet, becauſe 
this Chriſtmas Time the Carrier came not. But if Sir John Borlaſe be not deceived

[ HAVE a Servant but upon Saturday laſt come to me out of Scotland, and before 


your Lordſhip ſhould have News out of England of their Manner of Proceedings, 
ſhall firſt acquaint your Lordſhip with all I find by the Return of my Man. I find 
there is no Hope of an Agreement; for my Lord Marquis and the reſt of the Aſſem. 
bly were parted the 3d or 4th of December, much worſe than when they met, their 
Proceedings being inſupportable. My Lord Marquis did diſſolve the Aſſembly, and 
commanded all to repair to their own Houſes under the Pain of Treaſon, which they 
were ſo far from obeying, that they continue yet in the ſaid Aſſembly, and certainly 
it will produce ſtrange Acts, and ſuch as I believe (but your Lordſhip knows beſt) the 
King will not paſs over. 
The Earl of Argyle did refuſe to ſign the Proclamation, which broke up the Aſſem- 
bly, and ſince that Time they have moſt conſtantly kept their Meetings. They are 
now putting in Force an Act, that to the End of the World no Mac Donell ſhall be 
allowed to enjoy a Foot of Land in Scotland. I believe the Marquis will not return 
again into Scotland, but to better Purpoſe than his former Journeys were, but another 


| ay he muſt fall to work. He has behaved himſelf with ſo much Scorn, that they 


are mad at him, and were like to ſurpriſe him, The whole Nation are in a great 
Fury againſt your Lordſhip, and they are not very well diſpoſed to me; but out of my 
Reſpects to you, I ſhafl deſire you to have Care of yourſelf. I have ſent your Lordſhip 
the Particulars that were done at the Time of my Man's being there, and longer he 
durſt not ſtay ; for my Lord Marquis was forced to ſend to convoy him to the Sea-ſide.

Hz caſterly Winds give me the more Leiſure to conſider what I writ in my laſt 
concerning the putting in of Garriſons into Berwick and Carlile, and to thoſe ! 
gave in my former Letter to add theſe other Reaſons to perſuade the preſent Diſpatch 


thereof by all poſſible Means, | 


Thoſe Numbers of Men I therein mentioned by the Directions of a few Engineers 
well choſen and furniſhed with Spades, Pickaxes, and ſuch like, might all the Win- 
ter be kept to labour in repairing of the Fortifications, and raiſing of new, as the 
preſent Exigent of the Service might require, being the Seaſon of the Year moſt fit for 
thoſe Works; and by this Means, before any Army could be furniſhed for a Siege, be 
in ſuch a Condition as to preſerve themſelves till his Majeſty's Forces be ready to march 
to their Succours. ä 

The Seaſon of the Vear will neceſſarily put off a formal Leaguer till the Beginning 
of May, ſooner there will be no Proviſions to keep an Army in the Field; in the mean 
time, the putting in theſe new Forces at the moſt will but render them liable to ſom: 
preſent Surpriſe, which perchance otherwiſe would not . be thought on by the Cove- 
nanters. But I beſeech you, will leaving thoſe Towns naked ſecure them altogether 
from that Danger? Or, will it be leſs probable they ſhould be made ſafer by thoſe 
Garriſons than otherwiſe they might be? Ve: „ by 

The War is an unknown Thing in England, and I fear the Preparations in the Be- 

inning will go on ſo ſlowly, as that it may well chance to be Auguſt before his Maje- 
ſty's Army be ready to march: And then I beſeech you to conſider, what a hazardous 
Thing it wiil be to abandon two ſuch important Places to the Mercy of an Undertaker 
for ſo long a Time. And for my own Part I do verily believe, the Diſcovery of ſuch 
a Negligence might rather encourage and haſten the adverſe Part to attempt the fur- 
priſing of them, than the timely putting in the Garriſons move them to do it the 
ſooner. 


It is juſt, and without Offence, for his Majeſty to fortify his own Frontier as ſhall 


ſeem beſt to himſelf, and give thoſe Lords of the Covenant no Ground to go there- 


upon to open Force: But in caſe it do, they ſhall the more juſtify the King's Proceed- 


ings againſt them, and awaken the Engliſb, whilſt they ſhow by ſuch an open and un- 


provoked Act of Hoſtility it is not the Maintenance of their own Religion they ſeek af- 


ter, but indeed after the Eſtates and Livings of us in England, and that their Deſign, 
their grand Deſign is to exchange their own Country for ours, as in Truth much the 


better; which I am perſuaded will much quicken the Engliſh, and render them chear- , 


ful and ready to do all that can be required for the Defence of the Crown, themſelves 
and the ſacred Perſon of his Majeſty. 


Therefore the more I think of it, the more I am confirmed, that this Work is not to

For, if the Officers do their Duties, they will give them the 
Knowledge of the Uſe of their Arms ſo in Perfection, as they will have Skill to exer- 
ciſe an Army of forty thouſand Men by the Spring. | | 

I am told by an Enſign of this Army ſent thither on purpoſe by me to ſee how the 
World went amongſt them, that there landed at Leith, in two Ships from Sweden, ſix 
Culverin and Demi-Culyerin, and nine Drakes of ſome four Foot long, taper Bore of 
Braſs, together with four thouſand Corſelets and eighteen hundred as good Muſkets as 
ever he ſaw, the Ordnance all upon their Carriages, beſides a great Proportion of other 
ſmall Pieces of little more than two Foot long, caſt of late by one Hamilton, methinks 
he ſays his Name is. But theſe I am ſure are all better known to you than they can be 
to me. And therefore the only Concluſion I make to myſelf of all this is, that it ſhows 


they are in good earneſt, and active at their Works, and that it imports us allo to be- 


ftir ourſelves thoroughly and in Time. Believe it, they fly high.

Bruta Fulmina, nor ſhould I know the Innocency, that were with Reaſon to promiſe 
itſelf Security. The Fine, being long ſince reduced to a moderate Sum and eſtreated, 
cannot without much Trouble be now returned. Belides, that Court makes Part of 
the Eſtimate in the Eſtabliſhment, not to be transferred to any other Hand without 
Breach of the Eſtabliſhment, and now become a conſiderable Part of the caſual Reve- 
nue, like to improve daily, which will quickly be brought, as formerly, to little or no- 
thing, in caſe any be admitted to make Suits for thoſe Fines.

Such Favour granted to Delinquents is commonly ſcandalous to publick Juſtice, 


Diſcouragements to the Judges that gave the Sentence, and the Court itſelf thereby be- 

comes deſpiſed, which, as it is now, may be well looked upon as one great Weapon 
in the Hand of the King, whereby to contain this People within Bounds of Sobriety 
and Daty, . | 

Laſtly, this Letter requires me to paſs Mr. Smilb's Pardon of any other Thing de- 
creed by the ſame Sentence againſt him, which how it may be inlarged to take awa 
cven the Damages and Coſts given to Sir Arthur Blundell, I know not; and that, in 
truth I humbly conceive, Sir Arthur not firſt conſenting, cannot be done without ap-

In Sum, as I ſhould never have adviſed, rebus fic ſtantibus, to hearken unto a Suit 
thus conditioned in any Man's Caſe, ſo now I truſt to be pardoned the ſtaying of it till 
I have his Majeſty's ſecond Pleaſure ſignified therein, which I wiſh may be to let the 
Buſineſs reſt when it is well, for all, ſaving the remitting unto Mr. Smith his Bonds of 
good Behaviour, which, I conceive, if ſo it pleaſe his Majeſty, may be granted the 
Gentleman without any publick Inconvenience. | | | 

In Concluſion, I do moſt humbly beſeech his Majeſty might be pleaſed to command 
that excellent_Proviſion ſettled by his own Orders might be ſtrictly obſerved on all

His Majeſty may command all that ever I have, and break my Sleep very ſmall, it 
being accuſtomed with me ſo intirely to attend his Majeſty's Service, as I am veril 
perſuaded, few Men in the World think on or conſider their own private ſo little 
Beſides, it is in my Fate to find few that are pleaſed to remember or mention juſt and 
equal Things, which might perſuade for me; yet feel many Hands injuriouſly tearing 
from me not only the Rights of my Place, my innocent and peaceable Converſation 
the Candour of my good Repute amongſt Men (all this under the Sun and with "Bk 
punity) but even the Capacity alſo of ſerving here with that Advantage to the Crown 
I otherwiſe might. ; 

Should thoſe great Offices incident to the Diſpoſal of a Lord Keeper, a Lord Tre. 
ſurer, a Lord Chamberlain, a Lord Marſhal, a Lord Admiral, a Maſter of the Horſe 
a Captain of the Guard, Ec. become the Suit of every young Courtier, thoſe noble 
Perſons would quickly in their own Caſe find themſelves aggrieved ; and yet ſome of 
them perchance (by what Rule of Juſtice I know not) ſhall move, preſs and impor- 
tune the whilſt that the like Liberty may not be afforded unto me, that they reſpective- 
ly challenge and enjoy themſelves. As if I were the only Servant of my Maſter un- 
worthy to have the Daes of my Place, howbeit an Imployment verily they would 


think a great Prejudice to have put upon them in any Sort with all the great Advan- 


tages belonging unto it. Yet is the Difference very great; for with all theſe (except 


the Lord Admiral) the Inability of thoſe ſubordinate Miniſters may be ſupplied by a 


Deputy, however himſelf only like to anſwer, the Giver no ways liable for the Tran. 
greſſion. But in theſe Caſes, the Duties of the Captains are not to be done by Proxy, 
their Ability or Weakneſs may be unto a General the Loſs of the Cauſe, his Life, and 


Honour; nay, inſenſibly wreſt forth of the Thoughts of the inferior Officers and 
Soldiers all Reſpect and Obedience, and ſo the very Soul of all Action caſt into a dead 


Sleep. Nor indeed can it with Reaſon be expected or hoped for otherwiſe ; but where 
the Power of Puniſhment and Reward 1s intruſted with thoſe Perſons who are chict 
in Command. . 

If I were guilty to have executed this Power greedily to my own Lucre, not to have 
therein intended the Good of the Army above all other Reſpects, to have thought of 
advantaging myſelf one Groat in the Diſpoſal of the late tour new raiſed Troops of 


Horſe, there were ſomething inwardly might quiet me, tell me, I were rightly ſerved; 


if the Army were not, I ſpeak it with Confidence and Truth, in all reſpects infinitely 
more fir for Service than as I found it, there were ſomething outwardly might tell me, 
the Privilege were juſtly denied that I had negligently abuſed. 

If the Liberty had not, as I humbly conceive, at firſt been granted unto me, were

If my poor Endeavours had taken leſs Effect, if I had lived in a Condition below 
other Deputies before me, or the Dignity of this Government, ever of more Regard 
with me than my own an or Benefit, it were but juſt, that not only the Power to 
gratify worthy and fit Perſons for the Service of the Crown, but even; the Entertain- 
ments and Profits themſelves were taken from me, which others had the Happineſs 
not only to enjoy, but 'to have their Labours rewarded beſides; my Lord Chicheſter 


with Land at one Gift worth at this Day ten thouſand Pounds a Year ; the Lord Fall- 


land ten thouſand Pounds in Money at once: However, I never coveted more than 


the inherent Rights and Honours belonging to the Place, and yet I modeſtly perſuade 


myſelf my Pains have been equal, my Expence far beyond either of them, and his 
Majeſty's Revenue advanced in my ſhort Time ten times as much as in both theirs.

My Life ſhall be 
as freely laid down for my gracious Maſter as any that lives, yet I am not weary of it 
neither, ſhould be very unwilling to die like a Fool, or, to deal clearly, deſirous to 
fight but in the Company of ſuch as underſtand their Profeſſion, ſuch as I ſhould in 
ſome Meaſure take to be as Well-wiſhers to my Perſon as to the Cauſe. 

And I beſeech you, what can I hope for from the tender Years of this young No- 
bleman ? Experience tells me what to fear: I will name no Man to his Prejudice; but 

I proteſt, by one Youth, whom his Majeſty commanded me to make a Captain here, I 
have had more Trouble, the King's Payments more Scandal, than from the whole Ar- 
my beſides. 

Ir is a Condition below a Gentleman, to be put to deny all, and not to be allowed to 
gratify ſome ; very hard to my ſeeming, that by ſtrictly obſerving his Majeſty's Orders 
| ſhould procure ſo many Enemies, and not be admitted to keep them, when I might 
oblige one Friend, and he a Perſon in all reſpects abler to diſcharge the Duty to the 
Publick. Only I ſhall crave Leave that a Tenderneſs to my own private may not ſi- 
lence me to the publick Intereſt, but that therein my Lines may be read without Pre 
judice. 5 
It ſeems then to me, under Favour, as well a high Wiſdom as a Degree of Juſtic 
in great Princes, to afford unto their Miniſters the chaſte Honours and Profits of the 
Charges committed unto them, and that each be contained and ſuſtained within the 
Limits of their ſeveral Imployments : and ſeldom perchance ſhall we find a King to have 
been chearfully ſerved, or the Magiſtrate upheld in Power or Eſteem, where this hath 
been neglected. For, Interiors will grow hard of Belief, that the Superior can be able 
to procure Right from them that cannot procure it for himſelf, and preſently ſet them 
at very ſmall, nothing being more natural than for the People to regard the Magiſtrate 
no longer than their own Ule inforceth. | 

Beſides, it diſcourageth a Servant in his own Confidence, ſeeing himſelf not allowed 
the upright Credit and Benefit of his Labour and Watches ; but that others muſt make 
and obtain Suits of thoſe Things, which of Cuſtom and right Reaſon are aſſigned to 
him. Nor is it every Man's Caſe to ſerve and ſuffer his Reward to be given to ano- 
ther; nay, to ſpeak plainly, I proteſt it is, and hath been long my Opinion, that this 
excellent Rule of Govenment laid aſide theſe laſt forty Years, more than in Reaſon of 
State perchance it ought, hath been one principal Cauſe the Crown was fo leiſurely 
and flackly ſerved, the Magiſtrates ſo little looked after in reſpect of the Times of the 
late Queen Elizabeth, and, in fine, the Affairs withal in ſuch Diſtractions as now we 
find them; it being in the generality certain, that it Kings deſire to be thoroughly and 
uprightly ſerved, they muſt be gracioully pleaſed their Servants have at leaft the Accom- 
modations and Profits belonging their Places. Nor can I in any Time, much leſs 
in this, promiſe myſelt any Ability to execute the Commands of his Majeſty, unleſs

under the Great Seal of Our ſaid Kingdom of Ireland unto Our right. truſty and well 
beloved Couſin David Earl of Barrymore, to levy and raiſe by Preſt or otherwiſe with- 
in that Realm, one thouſand fighting Men, able and meet for the Wars, and to draw 
them together at ſuch Place, as he with your Allowance and Approbation ſhall find 
convenient for the Rendezvous, and from thence to tranſport them into this Our King- 
dom of England, to be joined with the Forces We are preparing for Defence of the 
Northern Parts, and to be ordered according to ſuch Directions as ſhall be given by 
the General of Our Army unto the ſaid Earl.

FT ER my laſt Letters to you were cloſed, yet before the Meſſenger was on Ship. 
board, a Servant of mine brought me Word my Lord of Antrim was without to 

ſpeak with me. | 


Upon Diſcourſe I found this ſudden coming was occaſioned by his Majeſty's Letter, 


whereof by your Favour I had the Duplicate, and hereby give you the beſt Ac. 
count I can of the broken Diſcourſe which paſſed betwixt us, wherein you will find 
many Incertainties, ſmall Hopes, and to my poor Judgment ſome various Readings 
and Impoſſibilities. | 

His Lordſhip mentioned certain Propoſitions by his Lordſhip made, and Directions 
and Authority by his Majeſty given at his laſt being in England, concerning his Lord- 
ſhip's going upon the Iſles of Scotland; that in Conformity thereunto he had quietly ex- 
pected the Signification of his Majeſty's Pleaſure, nor ſtirred at all till the Receipt of 
my Letter, complained of the Suddenneſs and Shortneſs of the Warning, but told me 
that inſtantly upon the Receipt of his Majeſty's Letter he had ſent to the O Neales, 
O Haras, the O Lurgans (if I miſtake not that Name) the Mac Genniſess, the Mac 
Guyres, the Mac Mahons, the Mac Donnels (as many Oe's and Macs as would 
ſtartle a whole Council-Board on this Side to hear of) and all his other Friends, re- 


quiring them in his Majeſty's Name to meet him with their Forces, ſo as this Buſineſs 


is now become no Secret, but the common Diſcourſe both of his Lordſhip and the 
whole Kingdom. | 

That he had bought Boards and given Order for making of long Boats for the 
Tranſportation of his Men, and was now come to aſk my Advice and Counſel, 

In Anſwer I aſſured him of all the Aſſiſtance I might give in the Execution, but at 
all to adviſe, being a mere Stranger to his Deſign, wholly ignorant of the State of that 
Country and People, were a great Vanity (in plain Terms) to abuſe him and myſelf. 

With this his Lordſhip moved, faid, it had been written over into England, that he 
was not able to perform his Engagements with his Majeſty ; that-if his Majeſty ap; 

inted it ſo, he would raiſe and ſerve him with twenty thouſand Men ; ſeemed to 
take it in ill Part at thoſe who had ſo informed, and as I thought did tacitly give to 


_ underſtand he meant me. 


This was followed with plentiful Expreſſions of Zeal to his Majeſty's Service, of 


his willingneſs and Ability to fulfil all undertaken by him. But in caſe I did not ad- 


viſe and counſel him what to do, he would give the Action over, and thank me for 


thus freeing his Lordſhip of the Buſineſs, proteſting to acquaint me with all he knew 
of the Deſign. | 


Thorough this I diſcovered the Mark whereunto all this tended, but not finding fo 


much Charity in myſelf as to take the Thorn out of his Foot to thruſt it into my 


own, I beſought his Lordſhip, if his Preparations were not ſo forward, as in order to 


his Engagements on that Side they ought to have been, or if he found more Difficulty 
attending ſuch an Action, than at firſt his Lordſhip had foreſeen, not now to think to 
put the Failure upon mine Account; that to give me ſuch a Requital, for my Readi- 
neſs to ſerve him, were not friendly.

| told his Lordſhip, that ſeemed to me a great Adventure he put himſelf and Friends 
upon: For, in caſe (as was moſt likely) the Earl of Argyle ſhould draw all the Cattle

A. D. and Corn into Places of Strength, lay the Remainder waſte, how would he in ſo bare 
1638. a Country feed either his Men, his Horſes, or his Cows? And then I beſought him to 
wrw foreſee what a Miſery and Diſhonour it would be for him to engage his Friends, where 


they were not to fight, but ſtarve. | 

To that his Lordſhip replied, they would do well enough, feed their Horſes with 
Leaves of Trees, and themſelves with Shamrocks. | 

To this I craved Leave to inform his Lordſhip, I had heard there were no Trees in 
the Illes; but if Trees, as yet no Leaves, ſo no ſuch preſſing Haſte to tranſport his 
Army, for that the Seaſon of the Year would give him yet one or two Months Time 


of Conſideration in that reſpect. 


We went on in the Diſcourſe, it was told him, his Lordſhip had but ſatisfied the Pro. 

ſition in Part, I did therefore crave to know what Proviſion of Victual his Lordſhip 
Fad given Order for during the Time of theſe eight thouſand Foot and three hundred 
Horle their Abode on this Side? Since that, in all probability, leſs than two Months 
will not be ſpent in teaching his Soldiers the Uſe of their Arms, in Shipping his 
Men, his Ammunition, his Horſes, his ten thouſand live Cows, and other their Bag. 
gage; they were the whilſt in a Friend's Country, all true and loyal Subjects to his 
Majeſty, thoſe he might not plunder in any wiſe: Then if he had not Victual to fatiC. 
fy their hungry Bellies, how were it poſſible to contain them either from Mutiny or 
Diſbanding ? Again, in caſe the Wind ſhould not ſerve, but that two or three Months 
more run up, before the Arms or the Shipping could be brought about to tranſport him, 
or ſay by Miſaccident they ſhould be caſt away, what Means had his Lordſhip in Store 


to paſs that Time, until he were ſupplied of thoſe Neceſſaries? 


To this was anſwered, his Lordſhip had not conſidered of that ; nevertheleſs I hum- 
bly adviſed his Lordſhip ſhould not altogether lay it forth of Mind, and to caſt up 
what Victual at Sixpence a Day for eight thouſand Foot, and at one Shilling and Six- 
pence for three hundred Horſe, might come to for two or three Months, and provide 
accordingly. 

Next I craved to know, when the Men were brought together, what Officers he had 
choſen to exerciſe, inſtru& and lead them? 


His Anſwer was, not any, only he purpoſed to have deſired me to furniſh him with 


a hundred Serjeants of this Army to drill them: I told his Lordſhip there were but four- 


ſcore in all, and thoſe not Perſons capable to be truſted with fo great a Charge, as the 
making and leading ſuch an Army; ſo as I held it a Thought not unworthy of his 
Lordſhip to caſt to furniſh himſelf with fit and experienced Commanders for ſuch a 
Purpoſe, as alſo what to allow, and how to pay their Entertainments, conſidering 
that the Demands of Men ſo qualified were often found to be very great. His Lord- 
ſhip ſaid, he did not intend to make a formal War of it, ſo the leſs Need of ſuch 
Perſons ; beſides, that all thoſe Iſlanders did ſo adore him, (his very Word) that he, 
once landed, he was well aſſured, all would fight for him, none againſt him, and that 
rather than not, he would go upon the Iſles with three hundred, with that Number 
do more than another ſhould do with twenty thouſand. I told him, if that were o, 
it was a very ſure Buſineſs, nor would there be need of any theſe great and troubleſome 
Preparations 3. but my Doubt was, the Earl of Argyle would not ſo eaſily quit his 
Poſſeſſion, My Lord of Antrim acknowledged that Earl indecd had prepared two and 
twenty long Boats for the Defence of the Country, ſtopped up in a manner all the 
Avenues, and raiſed a Fort lately upon a Neck of Ground, mounted fourteen Pieces 
of Cannon, it ſeems, with great Advantage to ſave the Country, whether the Earl of 
Autrim ſhould make his Approaches lower or higher up into the Land. Only his Lord- 
ſhip faid thoſe People hated the Earl of Argyle, and that his Lordſhip had not in all thoſe 
Iſles above two hundred Pounds of his own Inheritance. Which raiſeth a new Doubt 


with me at leaſt : For the Earl of Argyle we know indeed, but thoſe other Proprietors 


whether Covenanters or no, is a non liquet here, and I am confident it is his Majeſty's 
Purpoſe not to have this Earl trouble himſelf with conquering thoſe, that for ougi! 
I know may be good Subjects already, though perchance they ſhould poſſeſs thoſe Lands, 


this Lord pretends to have been belonging his Anceſtors (methought he ſaid) theſe 
thirteen hundred Years. | 


I made bold alſo to queſtion what Proportion of Powder, Bullet and Match, what 
Ordnance, with all Sorts of Ammunition, and other neceſſary Implements, what Shovels, 
Mattocks, Spades, &c. his Lordſhip had either provided or expected? In all theſe his 
_ Lordſhip ſaid he muſt refer himſelf to me: wherein I beſought his Excuſe, as impofiblc 
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for me to do, that knew nothing of the Nature of the Country or People, nothing of A. D. 
the Occaſion, how ſoon it m_ end, or how long it might continue, neither what 1638. 
his Intendments might be of fighting Battles, aſſaulting Places, raiſing of Forts, put 
ting in Garriſons, Men and Victuals, with a Number of ſuch like Conſiderations, 
which not underſtood, the moſt exact General of the World could not be able to give 
any certain Judgment, therefore none could ſettle upon any thing of this Kind but 
himſelf, to whom all theſe Particulars were clear and manifeſt. 

[ deſired to be informed, whether he had thought of any Place of Landing, of poſ- 
ſeſſing of ſome Ground of Advantage, intrenching and fortifying himſelf fo, as might at 
the worſt ſecure his Retreat? Whether his Lordſhip had conſulted with any to that 
Purpoſe ? what Intelligence he held with thoſe of his Party? For theſe, he had not 
thought of any Landing-place in particular, as a Thing indifferent, on which of the 
Illes he landed, whereof he faith there are fourſcore; nor were Retreats to be thought 
on when Men are going on; and as for Intelligence, the Earl of Argyle had ſo ſtop- 

all Paſſages, that little or none of that Kind he could procure, 

Laſtly, I ſhowed him how neceſſary it was for us both to diſcourſe of theſe Things, 
and beſought him he would ſet down his Propoſitions in Writing as ſoon as might be, 
whereunto I would undertake to return him a ſpeedy and clear Anſwer. Being gone 
forth, he told Sir George Radcliffe, at firſt he had not been fatisfied with the Manner 
of my Treaty with him, but now found I was his Friend, and had ſhewn, that his 
Lordſhip had not ſo well foreſeen, and provided all, ſuch a weighty Buſineſs did require, 
expreſſing covertly, he could be glad to be ſhut of the Undertaking itſelf, as above his 
Fortune to go thorough withal. | 

Some two Days after his Lordſhip delivered unto me his Propoſitions, a Duplicate 
whereof you have here incloſed ; ſo as now I do expect to be inſtructed what Anſwer 
I ſhall give, and Warrant for ſo much as is for me to be done therein. 

Only I obſerve ſome Particulars which you will find in thoſe Propoſitions. 

His Lordſhip now reduceth in the firſt Article his Number to four thouſand eight 
hundred Foot, and two hundred Horſe, demands in the ſixteenth Article a Loan of 
twenty thouſand Pounds for their three Months Pay ; whereas allowing for the Foot 
Sixpence, and for a Horſeman eighteen Pence a Day, it comes but to twelve thouſand 
one hundred and fifty Pounds, which Overplus of ſeven thouſand eight hundred 
and fifty Pounds, will largely ſerve to build his long Boats, pay the Officers, tranſ- 
port his Men, &c.

It being no Haven to lye 
on Ship- board, I had, before their coming to me, and according to your Honour's In- 
ſtructions, drawn my Men on Shore, and put them into Battalia, and read the Arti. 
cles unto them. This being ended, they came and viewed the Troops with much 
Admiration, faying, it were well to wiſh, they had many more ſuch, which 1 am a. 
fraid they have not. The Deputy-Lieutenant did uſe his Authority to lodge our Men, 
but God knows, but mieanly, the moſt Part had ſcarce Straw to lye on: The Place be. 
ing poor, two Companies were fain to go two Miles from me, which was ſore againſt 
my Will. They had the Liſt by them of the Carriages, but here was not one to be 
had, neither is the Country paſſable by Carriages until we come to Workinton, to 
which Place I was fain to ſend all the Carriage and Munition by Water the ſame Day: 
and what Proviſion we ſhall find there, is not yet known unto me, but ſure I am the 
Country is not well verſed in theſe Ways as yet. A great Fear there is amongſt them, 
and as yet no Troops put into Carlile, the Mayor and Corporation being much atraid 
| of the Scots Surpriſal of them, as by a Letter from the Mayor to my Cliffard 
1 is giyen him to underſtand, which Letter I ſaw. There have been Reſolutions taken 
| to fend in a Garriſon, and they have been upon the Way, but countermanded 
again, and as it ſeems ſtaid our coming, and I preſume we ſhall now be employed 
thither, when my Lord Clifford comes; whom we hourly expect for our further Di- 
rections, being ready in Arms, at this very Time, to march, having no other Car.

At the ſame time I received a Let- 
ter from the Earl of Antrim with Duplicates of thoſe Propoſitions, and of ſuch other 
Papers as had been vouchſafed me by your Lordſhip, which I likewiſe ſent to his Ma- 
jeſty; who, in his Anſwer to me ſeemed extreamly well pleaſed with the Dialogue in 
your Lordſhip's Diſpatch between your Lordſhip and that great Commander; by 
which the Vanity of his vaſt Undertaking, and the Impoſſibility of his performing any 
thing of Conſideration, were handſomely diſcovered even to himſelf, and not uncen.. 
ſured, if he be capable to perceive it. Your Lordſhip's Reaſons againſt the Work jt. 
ſelf in the Way he propoſed it, and the dangerous Conſequences it muſt neceſſaril 
produce, are very ſolid and unanſwerable, and his Majeſty approves them for ſuch; 
nevertheleſs his Majeſty will not have the Earl diſcouraged, but rather heartned as 
much as may be, and likes your Lordſhip's Advice in the End of your Diſpatch ve 
well, that the Deſigns may reſt till the next Spring; and in the mean time ſo carried, 
as neither the Earl be diſcouraged, nor ſet at Liberty from his Undertaking, but that 
fuch Uſe may be made of him, as may be for the Advantage of his Majeſty*s Service. 
To which Purpoſe I have by his Majeſty's Command written to his Lordſhip, and do 
herewith ſend your Lordſhip a Duplicate of my Letter, wherein I have likewiſe ac- 
quainted him with his Majeſty's Propoſition to you of a Deſign, which your Lordſhip - 
could make Shew to have upon the Earl of Argyle's Country (as by my Letters of 
23d of March I did 8 his Majeſty's Command ſignify to your Lordſhip) in which his 
Lordſhip may be of Uſe, and is required by my Letter to give Aſſiſtance as your Lord. 
ſhip ſhall direct. This his Majeſty judges will keep him in Heart, and make it appear 
to him, that he is not utterly rejected. I doubt not but your Lordſhip is exactiy in- 
formed of the State of his Majeſty's Affairs in the North Parts of England, for in 
Scotland they cannot be worſe; and ſeeing they are ſo, I pray God they may mend. But 
if your Lordſhip's Advice had been taken ſoon enough of ſecuring Berwick, Carlile, 
and the Borders, the Buſineſs in Scotland could not have fallen thus low, but his Ma- 
jeſty might have had his Arms more free to keep his Party there alive, if ever he had 
any true and ſure to him. Now they have all been forced not only to put their Necks 
under the Yoke of the Covenant, but are become armed with our Weapons and Mu- 
nition to do us Miſchief, which is a ſingular Trick of Truſt, and memorable Service 
to his Majeſty. I am very ö Lordſhip's Troops came ſo ſeaſonably, which 
give a great Reputation and rity to his Majeſty's Affairs in the midſt of many 
Diſaſters. The French Ambaſſador here had an Intention to have been reſident with 
his Wife and Family near the Army, and to that End was removing from hence to- 
wards the North, pretending Orders for that Purpoſe from his Maſter. Indeed it had 
been very fit, that the Covenanters, who want Intelligence both at Home and Abroad, 
ſhould, in this Diſtreſs of their Affairs, have had ſuch a Friend near them to have held 
Intelligence with them; and that his Majeſty, who is not yet ſufficiently betrayed, 
ſhould have been aſſiſted by ſuch good Offices as this Spy pretended to be ready to 
do him.

But now looking upon Things as they are, I do moſt humbly and earneſtly beſeech 
your Majeſty to command that Berwick and Carlile be fortified in all Diligence, very 
powerful Garriſons be put into them as well Horſe as Foot, filled with all manner of 
Ammunition and Stores ; Perſons of Experience and Induſtry deputed to the Govern-

In this noble and ſafe Poſture your Majeſty may look upon their Madneſs without 
oppoling, till the Strength of that Torrent be paſt; that gone, perchance God may 
yet give them the Grace to ſee. their Sin, repent and make Satisfaction, which of all 
other were moſt to be deſired ; but if otherwiſe their Hearts be diſpoſed, milchief 
themſelves I truſt only, not the reſt of your innocent and loyal Subjects: The Win- 
ter comes on, gives Time for new Counſels, which, if it come to that Extremity, muſt 
be thoroughly and narrowly intended indeed on all Hands, Moneys and all other 

Means both of Defence and Offence prepared with the firſt Beginning of the Spring,

lile; I wiſh his Majeſty had no worſe Men in his Army: They have Powder, Bullet 
and Match with them for a Twelve-Month's Service, after a very large Proportion; 
their ry is to come from this Crown, other Accommodations they are to have upon 
the Place. "x | | | 
It is over evident his Majeſty hath been woefully ſerved by his Miniſters in Scotland, 
and if thoſe play*d their Parts ill which ſurrendered the Caſtle of Edinburgh, they did 
well worſe, who have on this Side done the like for that of Dunbartonx; a Place in- 
deed of infinite great Conſequence all rightly conſidered : It is reported to have been 
taken by the Wiles of the Earl of Argyle, who now is, they ſay, poſſeſſed of it, and 
] believe will thence intend all the Conduct of thoſe Affairs on this Side the King- 
dom. I will awarrant you the Earl of Antrim's Tenants wiſh themſelves with all their

It ſhould ſeem to me, for I was not of the Council, my Lord Marquis Hamilton 
and my Lord of Antrim, had to his Majeſty undertaken the Buſineſs before the Earl 
of Antrim's coming forth of England, conſequently before Argyle was declared Co- 
venanter; my Lord of Antrim was for his Reward to have had a Share of his Eſtate :

They are not yet ſo confirmed and ſettled as to leave their Station before they have 
ſecured themſelves at Home; for we muſt not think that all the Difficulties are on our 
Part, none of theirs, which will not m___ to be overcome, before they be fitted for 
ſo great a Work, eſpecially conſiſting of ſo many Pieces as that Party doth, and taking 
themſelves to be each as conſiderable as another, conſequently equally to be fatisfied, 
which muſt of Neceſſity retard their Motion. | | | 

They cannot with Judgment attempt it, and leave Berwick behind them, garriſon- 
ed as it is, and I truſt will be, to ſpoil their Country, and to cut off behind them their 
Convoy of Victual and other Proviſions ; and if they take Berwick in their Way, 
God's Help that alone will hold them Play for this Summer, no better ſkilled than I 
take them to be in Approaches and other Knowledges belonging that Part of the War, 
and the Town open to be ſupplied with all Neceſſaries by Sea. 

They according as they themſelves profeſs, have no Colour for their ſo doing, and 
ſhall infallibly awaken the whole Kingdom to oppoſe and riſe up againſt them, not 
for the King's Cauſe alone, though that were abundantly and truly ſufficient, but even 
forth of their own Intereſts, pro aris & focis, as they ſay; and ſurely till they be able 
to ſee further before them, they have no Reaſon to render themſelves irreconcilable: 
and the ſame Cauſe we have as yet to decline a national War. 

The laſt Point is with Reverence and Submiſſion to conſider what is to be done by 
his Majeſty, who, as you truly obſerve, hath a very hard Part to play. 

I humbly conceive then, the firſt and principal Endeavour muſt be by all Means ſo to 
temporiſe as may ſtay the Covenanters at Home without breaking forth into England ; ne- 
vertheleſs, in caſe their Fury ſhould tranſport them into England, to uſe all poſſible Di- 
ligence in his Majeſty's Preparations, and judicially chuſing and poſſeſſing of Places 
of Advantage to that Purpoſe, to be in a Readineſs to ſtop them by Force, and aptly 
and ſeaſonably to ſecond and relieve one another, in which there is no Time to be loſt, 
or Stone left unremoved, by reaſon of Security, or Hope they will not ſtir, much ra- 
ther to be laid in all your Counſels and Debates, that they would affail us inſtantly, 
and to make your Proviſions accordingly. 

For as it is a Thing, which (how unlikely ſoever) may happen, ſo is it the only 
Danger thorough the whole Action I moſt apprehend, leſt their Speed might happen 
to overtake us before his Majeſty's Army were rightly ſtated, before either Officer or 
Soldier do well and perfectly underſtand the Duties of their ſeveral Charges and Pro- 
feſſion. | | 

This muſt be ſecured by repairing of the old and raiſing of new Fortifications, 
where there is Need, or Advantage to be gotten by them, both at Berwick and Car- 
lile, by putting in ſtrong Garriſons, one thouſand Horſe and four thouſand Foot in the 
firſt, ſix CES Horſe and two thouſand Foot in the latter, I judge little enough; 
by marching up the reſt of the Army to Newcaſtle, where having the Sea to friend, 
it may be abundantly ſupplied with all Proviſions (where by the way let me tell 
you, if you continue the Quarter in any inland Country, the Army will infallibly 
waſte the whole Country where it lyes) and be near at hand to anſwer all Occaſions ; 
by doing no hoſtile Act which may provoke them, at the ſooneſt till the latter End of 

Auguſt, in which Caſe Winter will ſecure us from any great Harm which can be done 
till the Spring; out of which Reaſon I could have wiſhed the Stay of their Ships had 
been reſpited till that Seaſon ; by keeping good Watch upon all the Motions. of the E- 
nemy, and by timely Advertiſement thereof to thoſe principally intruſted in thoſe 
Affairs, to the Intent all ſudden Miſchiefs may be prevented. oy =» 5 

It will be an Act alſo worthy the Wiſdom and Care of his Majeſty to give ſtrict 


Command the Order and Diſcipline of the War be ſeverely obſerved, the Captains be 
| Re OM | com- 
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commanded diligently to exerciſe their Men, to teach them the perfect Uſe of their A. D. 
Arms, drawing them into thoſe Places convenient for ſuch Purpoſes, at leaſt thrice a 1639. 
Week, once a Week to draw great Parts, Brigades at leaſt, out together, there to im. wv 


battail them, to uſe them to march in whole Regiments, to fkirmiſh and give Fire 
one upon another, and to be accuſtomed to all thoſe Things belonging the active Part 
ot the. War. It will be of excellent Uſe alſo to march out the whole Army ſome- 


times in Battalia, if the Ground will afford it, or in order to it, as much as may be two 


or three Miles forward and backward; at all which Times the Soldiers muſt alwa 


bear and have their full Arms; whereby the Soldier and Officer both will not on 7 
be better apted and fitted for Service, but kept from Idleneſs, thorough which we 
commonly ſee all Armies grow diſſolute and licentious. All which his Majeſty muſt 


ſtrictly require to be put in Execution by the Chiefs of his Army, commanding them in 
Perſon to attend the Duties of thoſe high Commands, not admitting them to transfer 
that Care over to Licutenant-Generals and Serjeant-Majors; for believe me, all of them 
will be little enough to contain the Soldier in that Subjection and Order is both fit and 
neceſſary; nay, if his Majeſty in Perſon be pleaſed to be in the Field himſelf ſome- 
times, his Buſineſs will not proſper the worſe, make the Officers more careful, give 


infinite Comfort and Chearfulneſs to his Men, be a noble Recreation to himſelf, and 


his Judgment attend upon the Work in Hand, ſtill ſhew him ſomething worthy his 
Knowledge. | | | 8 

I know full well theſe are held ſmall Things not worthy the Animadverſion of 'ſach 
as command in chief, fit to be deputed and intruſted with inferior Officers; but thoſe 
who think ſo, I aſſure you ſhould not command for me: And give me Leave to ſay 
thus much further, that by theſe little all the great Actions of War are accompliſhed 
and perfected; nay I will fay yet further, that if the Chiefs do neglect theſe ſmall Du- 


ties, do not hold a ſtark Hand in the Performance of them, but caſt the Reins looſe 
upon the Neck of their Army, it ſhall run into a thouſand Outrages headlong, the 


Diſcipline of War be utterly loſt amongſt them, and their Men, the Beginning of the 
next Spring be as unknowing, and leſs fit to make Soldiers than they are now, 

There is one neceſſary Thing more to be uſed, which I omitted, which is, that the 
Soldiers be kept in their 2 to their Night- Duties conſtantly ; their Watches, Out- 
guards, and all other the Incidents to that Part of the War, ſtrictly obferved, as if 
the Enemy lodged within a Mile: Beſides it were to excellent Purpoſe when they go 
to the Days of their publick Exerciſe, the Maſter of the Ordnance were directed his 
Place, where to march with the Ordnance, that ſo the Miniſters belonging to that 
Part of the Militia, might be likewiſe made acquainted and perfect with that which 
belongs to their Duty.

INCE my laſt of the 8th of this Month, ſent by a Servant of Captain Blunt's, my 
G Lord Clifford was here, and amongſt other Diſcourſes his Lordſhip told me, that 
he would give any thing to be but two Days with you, to * your Honour with 
ſome Things. His Lordſhip told me, that the Fame of this Regiment is ſo great, as 
that Means is made to gain ſome of them from us, which to hinder he had very much 
laboured, and fo I hope his Lordſhip will ſtill do. Many of the Gentry here, that 
have Commands, have been Suitors unto us for the Loan of ſome of our Soldiers to 
come and learn their Soldiers to exerciſe, which at my Lord Clifford's Requeſt I did 
give Leave to four or five, which are ſo near us, that in ſix or eight Hours I can at 
any Time recall them Home again. | (0577 al} 

Yeſterday being the 15th of this preſent, I received the encloſed from my Lord Clif- 
ford, which I make bold to ſend unto your Honour; wherein it will appear plainly un- 
to your Honour that there is a Diviſion intended; which, if it ſhould happen, then I 
moſt humbly defire your Honour, not alone for myſelf, but alſo in the Behalf of the 
reſt of the chief Officers of the Regiment, that as by your Honour's Commands we 
have been ſent hither to do his Majeſty Service, wherein we are ready to ſpend our 
Lives and Fortunes, if we may remain together; if otherwiſe, that your Honour will be 
graciouſly pleaſed to be the Means of our recalling Home again, we being jointly re- 
ſol ved not to ſue for or accept of any other Employment than this, that your Honour 
hath been pleaſed to confer upon us; and therein we hope to give a good Account of 
ourſelves unto your Honour, if God permit us a ſafe Return. | & 

As ſoon as I was ſettled, and my Regiment lodged, who lye all in this City, I ſpent 
two Days in viewing the Defects of the Caſtle and City, which Defects are many, the 
Engineer that I found here going along with me, and after viewing of it, a Map was by 
the Engineer made, the which I prefently ſent unto my Lord Clifford according to his 
Direction, to be by him preſented unto his Majefty. i ſent the ſame Day an Expreb 
upon my own Charge to my Lord General, to inform his Excellence of the true 
State of this Place, as alſo of the Regiment your Honour ſent, with the Quantity of 
Munition and Money to pay them till ſuch a Time, and Order for more. Before 
which Time my Lord Clifford ſent Sir Philip Muſgrave to his Majeſty to give his 
Highneſs Account, of which his Majeſty was glad. So as I cannot as yet accuſe my- 
ſelf of any Neglect towards my Lord General, I not having as yet received any par- 
ticular Inſtructions from him concerning any thing to be done, more than to take 
Charge of the City. We have not loſt one Man fince our coming from Ireland, but 
have our Companies in the Field twice a Week very compleatly, and having their 
new Cloaths, make a brave Shew, ſo as I believe few will be found like them, al- 
though it were to wiſh his Mt had many more ſuch. I watch here, my Lord, 
every Night and Day with an hundred Men, which conſumes a great deal of Match, 
which cannot be remedied. For the Powder and Bullet I ſhall be as careful as poſſi- 
bly I can to preſerve it. Here is no Storehouſe, nor any nearer than Newcaſtle, and I 
ſhall be glad to know your Lordſhip's Pleaſure, when the Match grows low, where I 
may be ſupplied. Powder the Soldier muſt have by him continually, whatſoever ſhould 
happen; and what poſſible Care may be, ſhall be had, that they ſpend it not unne- 
ceſſarily; but to let them watch without Powder were too dangerous, we lying ſo 
near the Scots, who as yet have not attempted any Thing for ought we can hear, up- 
on any of his Majeſty's Subjects of this Kingdom. Divers Scotch Gentlemen and Gen- 
tlewomen come out of Scotland to this City, but moſt Papiſts. My Lord of Nithi/- 
dale's Caſtle is not yet attempted by the Scotch; lately they had a. Warrant for ſome 
Powder from Newcaſtle to defend it with, if Occaſion ſhould require. 

Eight Days ago Sir Nicholas Slaney came before Yorkinton with an hundred Men 
out of the Weſt Part of England, having with him twelve Pieces of Ordnance. for this 
Place, but the Weather hath been ſo foul and ſtormy, that they were not landed on 
Monday laſt, but now there is great Store of Carriages and Oxen gone that Way, ſo as 
I believe they are landed, which as ſoon as I receive Knowledge of, I will meet him

Caſtle Watch with Candle all the Time I have been here; of this I have made bold to 
acquaint my Lord General, deſiring his Excellency, that he will be pleaſed to give Or- 
der to the Deputy-Lieutenants of the Shires, that ſome Quantity of Coal and Turf, 
to that End, may be brought in; for we have not a Coal of Fire upon any Guard to 
light a Match, if Occaſion ſhould require.

And to the end the ſaid Oath may be duly and orderly miniſtered' according to his

be named by us the Lord Deputy and Council, authorizing them to call before them

tion as aforeſaid, at ſuch Times and Places and according to ſuch Inſtructions as ſhall

Sir Francis Willoughby to the Lord Deputy. 


Right honourable and my moſt gracious Lord, 

FTER my other was cloſed, I thought fit to ſtay the Meſſenger, till I had ſent my 
A Son to his Majeſty according to your Honour's Direction to know his Pleaſure 
concerning our Pay; and he returned hither laſt Night at Six oꝰ Clock our Parade Time: 
At which Time here came in an hot Alarm out of the Country, brought in from about 
Naworth by a Miniſter, and from Roocliff Caſtle by a Peaſant of the Country, who 
both averred that the Scotch were diſcovered in great Numbers near unto. both Places, 
And although I could hardly give credit to it, yet conſidering the former News, that 
was brought unto me, that ſeven hundred new Men were come into Dumfrees, two thou- 
ſand of the Country by Warrant drawn thither, to what End was not known, being un- 
armed, and Colonel Monroe hourly expected with one thouſand ſix hundred more and three 
Pieces of Artillery (which Intelligence I had from my Lord of Nithiſdale) I thought it 
requiſite to put the Garriſon in Arms; and if any ſuch Troops came on, preſently to 
take in the high Ground beyond the Bridge, which in one Night I would have in- 
trenched, and have kept from their poſſeſſing of it ; which Ground muſt of Neceſſity 
be taken in, if there be ever any Danger of an Enemy's Approach to this Place, other- 
wiſe this City may eaſily be taken : All which I have ſignified to his Majeſty, and it 
ſeems his Highneſs is willing it ſhould be done; but Money is not ready for it. The 
Garriſon being in Arms, I took my Horſe and with ſome Company rid out towards 
Rowcliff Caſtle, which is a good Place to lay a Garriſon in, if it were repaired ; and 
riding that Way I met divers People driving their Herds of Cattle towards the City, 
who could give me no other Account of the Reaſon thereof, but that one came and 
told them, that the Scotch were come over the Water. But when J came near unto 
Rowcliff Caſtle, I ſent out to diſcover whether they had not lurked within the Walls of 
it, but found none; and all I could gather was, that ſome of them had been ſeen upon 
the Strand at Low- Water, and ſhot off two Piſtols, and went back again without any 
Wrong done to any of his Majeſty's Subjects on this Side. And I am confident that if 


any hoſtile Act had been committed near unto Naworth Caſtle, I ſhould have heard of 


it from my Lord Howard, unto whom I made known your Honour's good Care of 

him by an Officer of mine ſent on purpoſe to his Lordſhip, from whom I received 

this incloſed, which I have thought fit to preſent unto your Honours View in Dil- 
charge of my Duty. 
I ſend unto your Honour, Mr. Secretary's Letter, whereby your Honour may recetvc 
Satisfaction concerning his Majeſty's Reſolution touching our Pay, which will enable 
us to live the plentifuller. But truly, my moſt gracious Lord, if it were not that you 
had ſent me, I would rather refuſe it than receive it: For I live here, and ſo do we all, 
or the better Part of us in a dangerous State : For every Day I diſcover more than other 
that we are hated, and not for any ill Deſerts of ours, but becauſe we are made happy 
in your Favour, and are here ſuch Troops as are not to be found elſewhere both jor

and, what moves them to it I know not, but I ſhall make bold to relate a late 
Paſſage. "I 40 18 

Sir Jacob Aſpley writ unto me that his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to ſay, that 
we ſhould have Pay as the reſt of his Army had, and that, if the Army did draw into 
the Field, he would petition his Majeſty that we might be drawn from hence, and 


ſome Train-Bands be put into this Garriſon, which ſhould as I have heard be commit- 


ted to the Charge of Sir Nicolas Slaney*s Care (who hath a great Friend of Mr. Treaſurer, 


who is none of ours as I hear). This having been long a Bruit and almoſt brought to 
pals, Capt. Vaughan made my Lord Clifford acquainted with it, who preſently went. 


to the Fountain-Head and daſhed all again: And I pauſing upon Sir Jacob Aſhley's 
Letter, and nothing miſdoubting him, I writ unto him, that whenſoever his Majeſty 
would pleaſe to command me, I would be ready to attend his Highneſs with a brave 
Handful of Men; but deſired Sir Jacob Aſhley to be ſparing to ſollicite me out of this 
Garriſon to a worſe, which I feared was intended by ſome Diſcourſes I have heard. 
His Anſwer to me was, That ſeeing it was not pleaſing unto me to be drawn from hence, 
he would not preſs it any farther. To this I replied, That I feared he went about to 
make a wrong Conſtruction of my Letter : For my Intent was to attend his Majeſty's 
Service in the Field, or whereſoever I might do his Highneſs Service, and for that End 
I was ſent hither, well appointed of Officers, Men and Money; but withal I had un- 
derſtood, that there was ſome working to deprive me of this Place, which was by his 
Majeſty's Favour given me in Charge, and to put it into the Hands of another: Where- 


fore my Deſire was, that He would not be a Means to draw me from hence to a worſe 


Garriſon, withal deſired him not to miſconſtrue my Letter. But not long after it 
happened, that my Lord General, my Lord of Eſſex, my Lord Willoughby, Sir Jacob 
Albley, and Sir Patricius Curwen being in a Coach together, my Lord General aſked 
Sir Patricius Curwen, if I had mounted the Ordnance yet; he anſwered that I had not, 
nor could not, by reaſon the Materials I ſent for ſo often were not yet come: Where- 
upon my Lord General anſwered, he wondered the General of the Artillery did not 
take more care to ſend them, well knowing that it was his Majeſty's Pleaſure. My 
Lord of Eſſex thereupon made Anſwer, that I might, if it pleaſed me, have mounted 
the Ordnance before this Time: My Lord General was pleaſed to ſay, it was not poſ- 
fible for me to do it; my Lord of Eſſex replied, that I was not the Man his Lordſhip 
took me to be: Sir Jacob Aſbley anſwered, no, I was not; for I writ unto him, I had 
no Deſire to go into the Field, and that I had writ ſo to him. But ſuch*a Letter is 
not in the Power of him to produce, all the Officers of my Regiment knowing the 
contrary, My Lord Willoughby was pleaſed to aſk my Lord of Effex, if he knew 
me; he anſwered, Yes. My Lord Willoughby ſaid, I know and have known him of 
a long Time, and never heard but that he was a very honeſt proper Man, and ſo re- 
puted in the Low-Countries; and to his Knowledge I had very good Employments un- 
der his Majeſty, and never heard any ill of me. Upon which Sir Patricius Curwen 
anſwered, that to his Knowledge he never ſaw ſuch Men as I had under my Com- 
mand, nor ſo diſciplined, nor kept in better Order, to the Contentment of the City 
and Country. Whereupon my Lord General was pleaſed to fay, that he underſtood 
that I had good Abilities in me; and my Lord Eſſex anſwered, there were others in 
the Regiment that were as able Men as myſelf, namely Capt. Blunt (who to my Know- 
ledge is the weakeſt of us all): But I fear, and ſo doth more, that he hath written 
ſomething to my Lord of Eſſex, wherein he hath done ill Offices : For Sir Patricius 
told us, that ſome Letters from ſome of our own Officers had been writ, that cauſed 
my Lord Eſſex to appear my Enemy, and that he thought it came from Blunt, who 
utterly denies it. 


And truly, my Lord, I am a Man that always reſpected my Lord of Eſex, and 


ever honoured him, and cannot conceive why his Lordſhip ſhould appear my Enemy. 
My Lord of Newport, they fay, is offended likewiſe, becauſe his Majeſty was angry 
with him for not ſending the Materials to me according to his Highneſs's Direction. 


I have written to my Lord Willoughby and my Lord Clifford concerning this Buſi- 
nels, and to make them both ſenſible of that Malice intended towards me; and, God |

| May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, 


INCE my laſt, which was preſently after the King's going to York, I have daily put 
8 down in my Diary ſuch Occurrents as happen, or as are ſpoken of here. To which 
reſorting at the Month's End, I find two Privy Counſellors ſworn, the Earls of Bei- 
ceſter and Berkſhire; a Libel found at Ware, which although I have heard what it is, 
yet I muſt not write, no, not to a Privy Counſellor, leſt I incur a Cenſure in the Star- 
Chamber : The Counteſs of Worceſter and the Earl of Monmouth dead; Sir Thomas 


Jermyn even at Death's Door with Bleeding at the Noſe ; for he bled near ſixteen 


Hours, which could not be ſtopped by all the Art ot Phyſicians and Chirurgeons, of 
which many were called, but he was quickly well again and abroad. 

The preſſed Soldiers, who were taken out of Norfolk, Suffolk, Eſſex and Kent, to 
go with Marquis Hamilton in the Ships, went very unwillingly ; one cut off his Toe, 
another hanged himſelf, both of Suffolk, rather than they would go to the Wars: And 
much ado had the Earl of Warwick and Lord Maynard to get them take Shipping at 
Harwich, when they knew with whom they were to go. 

Tis no News to tell your Lordſhip, that the Lord Say and the Lord Brooke ſtood 
awhile committed at York for refuſing a new Oath, called Sacramentum Militare, and are 
ſince confined to their Country Houſes; that other Lords, who had taken the Oath, 


made afterward a Proteſtation, declaring in what Senſe they took it, which did not a little 


offend his Majeſty, but it paſſed quickly over, neither was the Oath offered afterward. 

The Queen's Letters have been ſent out to all the Papiſts about the Town, and I 
take it all over England and Wales, to contribute what they pleaſe to his Majeſty upon 
this Occaſion, which draws him towards Scotland, and Collectors appointed to gather 
in the Money ſo given.

The Letters have been 
lent out above this Fortnight, yet I hear of no Anſwer which they have made. 

I fay_ nothing of the Scotiſb Buſineſſes: Your Lordſhip hears quicker and more true 
Relations of the Paſſages there from other Pens that I can write. *Tis our whole Diſ- 
courſe here, nothing elſe is ſpoken of, Home Buſineſſes we have none. The Courts 
at Weſtminſter all this Term, eſpecially the Law-Courts riſe by eleven of the Clock, 
there is nothing to do. Little Trade amongſt our Merchants; no buying of Land, 
yo 2 ng are at a ſtand, Men's Eyes being fixed only on the Iſſue of this Scotiſb Bu- 
ineſs. | 

Various alſo are the Rumours raiſed in this Town, which at this Diſtance come 
from the King's Court, ſcarce one true of a Dozen, yet ſwallowed by the Multitude, 
leave often the Charter-houſe to go to my Lord Admiral, and to other of my Court 
Friends, to be rightly informed.

There is a Scotifþ Proverb, that, bids you put two Locks on your Door, when you 
have made Friends with a Foe : So now upon this Pacification, I bid you to have a moſt 
careful Eye upon the North of Ireland. Not that I think this Caution is needful in 


reſpect of you, but to let you ſee I have a Care of that Kingdom, though I have too 
much Trouble with theſe.

| SHOULD have given a ſpeedier Account of our Proceedings, had the Weather been 


anſwerable to my Deſires. After my Receipt of your Lordſhip's dated the 7th of 
this Month, and upon Information given me by a Letter from Mr. Slingſby of the 
#lemiſh Ship taken out of the Harbour of Dublin, the Wind being Northerly, I ſet fail 
tor the Iſle of Man, hoping to have met with her there; where miſſing of her, and the 
Wind being come about Southerly, I ſtood for the Coaſt of Scotland, arriving upon the 
17th of this preſent in the Sound of Ila, where I came to an Anchor. Immediately 
after there came a Boat on board of me from the Shore to ſee what we were, the Men 
whereof I uſed at firſt with Courteſy ; but ſeeing that by that Means I could not gain 
Knowledge how the Iſland ſtood affected, I threatened to hang them; which wrought 
more for my Purpoſe, they telling me the Strength amongſt them to be about ſeven 
hundred Men; the Chief being a near Kinſman to the Earl of Argyle, by name Colen 
Campbell, who was then abſent, and had committed the Charge to one Mr. William 
Campbell his Unkle; him I wrote unto in a courteous Manner to come on board, 


Which at firſt took no Effect: But after underſtanding him to be a fervent Papiſt, I 


gave myſelf out to be the like, and that I had on board of me a Prieſt ; I cauſed a 
etter to be drawn as from this Prieſt unto him, proteſting he ſhould have Liberty at 
leaſure to return. This took; for on the morrow he came on board, where I gave 

him the beſt Entertainment I could; which ſo well pleaſed him, having withal Liberty

nace, likewiſe marining both our Boats with Shot; which was to ſmall Purpoſe, the 
anders pouring off the Hills upon them fo thickly their ſmal! Shot, albeit the King's 
Colonts were then abroad. 7 

Both the aforefaid Campbel I have brought with me, either to be examined here by 
the Maſter of the Ordnance, or to be ſent to your Lordſhip, I have likewiſe brought 
a Man with me that gives in this Evidence againſt them, being then preſent with 
them in ColPs Ile upon this barbarous Uſage of the Inhabitants. He doth moreover 
inform me, that there is a Diſtance between one Maclean and the Earl of Argyle: 
This Maclean was by the Earl intruſted Governour of Mull, and is ftolen from him 
out of Edinburgh, betaking himſelf to a Caſtle in Mull, declaring himſelt for his Ma- 
jeſty. I intended directly to have gone there, but the Wind was croſs. 

There is not any Ships ſtirring upon all the Coaſt, their Fear having taught them 
Means to ſecure them, by haling all their Veſſels on Land, or in ſuch Creeks where 
there is no coming at them. | | 

I perceive that moſt of the Iſlands are more for Fear than Affection on the Earl's 
Side, which appears by theſe Complaints made againſt the Earl of Argyle's heavy Taxes 


on them.

Since my laſt to your Lordſhip, I made Intimation to the People of the Pariſhes 
hereabout, who eſpecially were poſſeſſed with a Prejudice of the Oath, that if any were 
doubtful of any Thing contained in it, they ſhould freely repair to me, and that I 
would fatisfy them to the full, before they ſhould be put to take it: Very many came 
in, of whom ſome had been miſled by foul Reproaches caſt upon it, others by Mil- 
conſtructions of it, and ſome by their apprehended Doubts of what might be required 
of them hereafter, if they ſhould take it: But in a ſhort Debating they had all Con- 
tentment, and were ſorry of their Shunning. Amongſt the reſt Mr. Bole came to me, 
hearing that his Speeches had been revealed to me, and made Profeſſion of his boun- 
den Duty to his Majeſty, and of his Reſpect to the Oath. But I told him I was forry 


to hear of his much Miſcarriage againſt both, of which he deſired to hear the . 
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lars: I faid, he would hear of them ſoon enough in another Place, and willed him to A. D. 
remember himſelf what he had ſaid. And not long thereafter, upon that Day which 1639. 
we had appointed for the People to come in for taking the Qath, I ſent to him, and re. www 


quired him to be there; for that was the Form, That the Miniſter and Church- 
wardens and chief Men of the Pariſh were made Leaders to the People in taking the 
Oath. I did likewiſe direct the Provoſt of the Town to be with him. But he deſired, 
that (in reſpect it fell out that the ſame Day was the Day of the Week, upon which 
he ordinarily uſed to have weekly an Exhortation to the People) he might be heard 
in his Sermon firſt, and to declare himſelf concerning the Oath in hand; wherein he 
hoped to give Satisfaction to us and the People : Which we thought not amiſs to. af- 
ford him, to ſee how he would amend himſelf. His Text he took out of the Sixth 
Chapter of the Prophet Daniel, the 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10th Verſes. Your Lordſhip will 
{ee how pertinent that Text was to ſuch a Purpoſe; and he indeed accordingly handled 
it {o, as none, I think, could tell what he was ſeeking, or in what, or how he gave 
any Satisfaction to the People for the Matter of the Oath. Much he taxed the Princes 
of Perfia tor abuſing the King, and deſtroying his Soul, by leading him upon a falſe 
Decree to deſtroy Daniel; and by the way ſome. Admonitions he gave us the Commil- 
ſioners, to take heed that we did nothing that might give us Cauſe of Grief hereafter : 
But for the Oath nothing expreſsly, but that ſome had reported of him, that he had 
made the Oath doubtful and unlawful, wherein he ſaid, they had done him wrong, and 
that therefore they ſhould ſee him then take it in the Pulpit of himſelf : And without 
more, he {wore and protelted generally his Loyalty and Fidelity to his Majeſty, and 
concluded with an Exhortation to me, to explain the Oath to the People before the 
took it; and ſo ended with the uſual Form.

Ir fortunes many times that I can neither write ſo much nor ſo often to my Friends 
1 as I wiſh might be, in which reſpect I well truſt they will not take it in ill Part, 
it my Returns be not ſo ſpeedy as they might be expected, and ſhould be alſo in a 
Privater Condition. 

The Truth I writ you before, that the Chancellor here drew upon himſelf his own 
Trouble much againſt my Deſire and Advice, if he had been pleaſed with as equal 
and friendly a Mind to have heard it, as it was given, that I was of all the Company 
the lotheſt and ſloweſt to lay that upon him which his unſufferable Demeanour did 
but over well deſerve, that in my own Particular I had ſuffered Injuries at his Hands 
without returning him any. 

Theſe Proceedings, as they go on, appear more and more to be as I alledged them, 
not as his Lordſhip's Emiſſaries did molt falſely and fouly report them. And to ſuch 
a Light is all brought, that now his Lordſhip's great Patrons ſhake themſelves off 
from his Perſon and his Cauſe z and on the contrary, his own many Miſdemeanours, 
and the earneſt Petitions of this State, that his Majeſty would take the hearing and 
puniſhing of the Cauſe and Perſons to. himſelf, preſs ſore and continually upon him. 

We heard of the bold Charge of Harriſen, and of his Majeſty's moſt juſt and gra- 
cious Direction thereon, it did very well deſerve. Puniſhment, and yourſelf to be pre- 
ſerved and juſtified ; howbeit that you were wrongfully calumniated is not in this Age 
ſo much to be wondred at, as for any Man to be ſo mad in his Zeal to heighten the 
Prerogatives of the Crown, to tender them, as we find many every Day in their Study 
and Attention how to abaſe and bring them to very ſmall. Believe it, this latter is the 
Diſeaſe of the Time, which, if not quickly undertaken, will grow, I fear, to ſuch a 
Malignity as to reject all Cure. | 

I muſt confeſs in a Buſineſs of ſo mighty Importance I ſhall the leſs regard the 
Forms of Pleading, and do conceive (as it ſeems my Lord Finch preſs'd) that the Power 
of Levies of Forces at Sea and Land for the very, not feigned, Relief and Safety of 
the Publick, is ſuch a Property of Sovereignty, as were the Crown willing, yet can 
it not diveſt itſelf thereof: Salus Populi ſuprema Lex; nay, in Caſes of Extremity, even 
above Acts of Parliament. And J am ſatisfied that the Moneys raiſed for ſetting forth 
a Fleet was chaſtely beſtowed that Way, not at all vitiated by any Application other- 
wiſez nay fatisfied, that It was neceſſary that it ſhould be ſo, and that our Fleet at Sea 
were in theſe Times of mighty Honour to the King, moſt fit to preſerve the Rights of 
private Subjects, the Peace and Safety of the Commonwealth. And conſidering it is 
agreed by common Conſent, that in Time of publick Danger and Neceſſity ſuch a 
Levy may be made, and that the King is therein ſole Judge, how or in what Man- 
ner or Proportion it is to be gathered; I conceive it was out of Humour oppoſed by 
Hambden beyond the Modeſty of a Subject, and that Reverence wherein we ought to 
have ſo gracious a Sovereign, it being ever to beunderſtood, the Proſpects of Kings 
into Myſteries of State are ſo far exceeding thoſe of ordinary common Perſons, as they 
be able to diſcern and prevent Dangers to the Publick afar off, which others ſhall not 
ſo much as dream of till they feel the unavoidable Stripes and Smart of them upon 
their naked Shoulders ; Beſides, the Miſchief which threatens States and People are 
not always thoſe which becomes the Object of every vulgar Eye; but then commonly 
of moſt Danger, when leaſt. diſcovered ; nay, very often, if unſeaſonably, over earl) 
publiſhed, albeit privately known to the King long before, might rather inflame than 


remedy the Evil; therefore it is a ſafe Rule for us all in the Fear of God to 2 = 
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ſupreme Watches to that Regal Power, whoſe Peculiar indeed it is; ſubmit ourſelves A. Þ. 
in theſe hi h Conſiderations to his Ordinance, as being no other -than the Ordinance 1639. 
of God itſelf; and rather attend upon hs Will, with Confidence in his Juſtice, Belief in 


his Wiſdom, Aſſurance in his parental Affections to his SubjeAs and Kingdoms, than 
feed ourſelves with the curious Queſtions, with the vain Flatteries of imaginary Liber- 
ty, which, had we even our filly Wiſhes and Conceits, were we to frame a new Com-

Dd 1GnrT truſty and right well beloved Couſin and Counſellor, we greet you well. 


Although the manifold Diſtempers and ill Affections ſhewn towards our Govern- 
ment and Perſon by ſundry Our Subjects in Scotland, have been well known unto you, 
yet ſo great a Loverare We of the Peace and Quiet of Our People, and ſuch Our in- 
dulgent Care towards that Nation, as we have endeavoured hitherto by all Means to 
conceal them from others who ſtood at a further Diſtance from Our Affairs, thus en- 
deavouring by Our princely Clemency ſilently to reclaim them, and equally bow their 


Judgments and Conſciences to right Reaſon and that natural Allegiance God requires

FORGOT before my coming thence to acquaint you, that I had lately underſtood 
forth of Yorkſhire, that the preſent Sheriff thereof endeavours to alter the former 
Aſſeſſment of the Shipping Money, pretending it unequally laid, but indeed thereby to 
rplex the Service, and to diſquiet, if not hinder, the Levying thereof: I ſhould there.

write your Letters to Mr. Vice-Preſident and the Council at York, requiring and au- 
thorizing them to call the ſaid Sheriff before them, and to command him ſpeedily to 
proceed in that Levy, without making any Alteration of the former Aſſeſſment; and 
if after this preſent Levy ſo made, it ſhall appear to be in any Particular unequal, that 
they, the Vice-Preſident and Council, upon proper Information therein, ſhall re&i 
and ſettle it ſo for the future, as may be without juſt Exception of any : And farther 
requiring the ſaid Vice-Preſident and Council. to call before them the ſeveral Sheriffs off 
Durham, Northumberland, Cumberland, and Weſtmorland, and to command them to 
proceed with like Speed and Diligence in their Levies within thoſe Counties reſpectively, 
and ſtrictly to require them, that, if any refuſe, they ſhall without farther Delay diſtrain 
their Goods for the Moneys aſſeſſed upon them: And as a ſtrong Motive for the Pay- 
ment of this Duty, to direct the faid Sheriffs in the levying thereof, to cauſe it to be 
underſtood to thoſe People whom it may concern, how great Reaſon they have more 
than others to ſpeed the Payment and collecting of the ſaid Duty, conſidering that his

HEN We the late Juſtices and this Board obſerved the 16th of March (being the 


Day for aſſembling the Parliament) to be very near us, even within two or three 
Days, and the Winds to continue conſtantly at Weſt, we held it neceſſary to conſult 
what was to be done in caſe the 16th of March ſhould overtake us, before the Lord 
Lieutenant's Arrival here. 

We laid before us the Neceſſity of Haſte required on this Side, as a Preparation to 
the intended Parliament in England, and took into Conſideration his Majeſty's Com- 
miſſion ſent hither for calling the Parliament; wherein we found the Power of pro- 
ceeding in the Parliament intruſted with the Lord Lieutenant, and in his Abſence with 
us, the late Juſtices; and we conceived the Commiſſion was ſo framed purpoſely that 
in caſe his Lordſhip ſhould be withheld there, by contrary Winds, longer than was 
expected, we might proceed, and ſo prevent any Delay here, which might interrupt 
his Majeſty's Deſigns there. 
We obſerved allo in the Commiſſion, that if one of the two, Acts of Subſidy and 
another Act ſhould not pals within the thirty Days limited by the Commiſſion, the 
Parliament would be determined. „ 

And we found Cauſe to believe that his Majeſty had in his high Wiſdom, for Reaſons 
of State, ordained the Seſſion of this Parliament, before the aſſembling of the Parlia- 
ment in England. | EIS | 

Wherefore we were the more unwilling to adventure on any Deferring here, which 
might ſtand croſs with what his Majeſty had determined, and ſo reſolved to proceed, 
yet purpoſing (as long as we ſafely might) to defer the propounding of the Subſidies, 
in Expectation of the Lord Lieutenant's Arrival, whoſe Preſence we all foreſaw would 
abundantly facilitate the Service. 

And although we obſerve the Perſons returned to ſerve this Parliament all generally 
ſo well affected and diſpoſed to Reaſon, as gave us the better Hope to obtain more eaſily 


what we ſhould propound for his Majeſty's Advantage; yet we found that the Num- 
ber of fix Subſidies (being the fame with the former in the laſt Parliament) would 


leave ſome Impreſſions with this People, in reſpe& of the Precedent, as if Six muſt 
be always unchangeably laid on them, and at no Time leſs. 

We therefore, deſirous to ſhun that Rock, conceived, that if we could lay our

After the Propoſal of ſuch Acts of Grace and Advantage to the Subject, as we con- 
ceived moſt fit to lead, in order to the propounding of the Subſidies, ſix Subſidies were 
demanded for his Majeſty : Whereupon divers Members of the Houſe ſpake thereunto, 
{ome of the Natives declaring, that as Six were granted the laſt Parliament, towards 
enabling the King to pay the Debts contracted for the Occaſions of this Crown, and 
for the better Settlement of the Revenues, ſo at this Time Six or more are fit to be 


given, * being apparent that the Peace and Safety of the Kingdom are become ſo nearly 
concerned. 

Some alſo of the Natives ſhewing divers Precedents in ancient Times, and among 
thoſe, ſome whereby the King, by a Mandate from himſelf alone, without a Parliament, 
cauſed Moneys and Goods to be taken in Ireland from Merchants and others, towards 
defraying the Charges of his Expeditions againſt the Scots, for the Defence of his King- 
dom; and thoſe having enlarged themſelves in that Point, mentioned the abundant 
Clemency and Piety of his Majeſty, in being ſo indulgent to his Subjects, as to decline 
that Example of his Progenitors, and to require Aid of his Subjects in a Parliamentary 
Way. Some of them ſaid, that his Majeſty ſhould have a Fee Simple of Subſidies in 
their Eſtates upon like Occaſions : Others of them with great Chearfulneſs declared, 
that to anſwer his Majelty's Occaſions, for the Honour of his Perſon and Safety of his 
Kingdoms, it was fit to be done, though it were with leaving themſelves nothing be- 
ſides Hoſe and Doublet : Some of them with much Earneſtneſs, after forward Ex- 
preſſions of Readineſs towards advancing the Buſineſs, concluded, that as his Maje 
is the beſt of Kings, ſo this People ſhould ſtrive to be ranked amongſt the beſt of 
Subjects. | 

Thus every of them ſeeming in a manner to contend one with another, who ſhould 
ſhew moſt Affection and Forwardnels to comply with his Mazeſty*s Occaſions ; and all 
of them expreſling even with Paſſion, how much they abhor and deteſt the Scotch Co- 
venanters, and how readily every Man's Hand ought to be laid to his Sword, to aſſiſt

ments of a thouſand apiece, and have appointed the ſeveral Colonels, Captains, &c. 
which are to have the Command of them, ſo as thoſe Forces will be all in a Readi- 
nels to march by the 18th of May, God willing: The Lift of theſe Officers I bring a- 
long with me, and have to ſhew to your Lordſhip when I ſhall attain the Happineſs to 
wait on you, In regard alſo that I did conceive there was a Want on this Side of fir 
Perſons to be Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels and Serjeant-Majors, and for that two of 
the Engliſh Regiments as your Lordſhip knows were to join with thoſe other of Ireland, 
I had likewiſe purpoſed to have recommended unto your Lordſhip ſuch Officers for 
Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, Serjeant Majors and Captains, as I knew and dare un- 
dertake for their Sufficiency for thoſe Services; and in regard that I ſhould be gladder 
to ſerve with Men I know than thoſe I know not, I ſhall be an humble Suitor unto 
your Lordſhip, that by the reducing of ten of your twenty five Regunents to the for- 
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A. D. mer Number of a thouſand Men, there may be by that Means (thus defalking the two 
1640 hundred odd Men from each Regiment) two thouſand of your thirty made up into 
Wrw two Regiments to be commanded by ſuch as I ſhall appoint, and to march to ſuch Ren- 


dezvous as upon my Attendance upon your Lordſhip may feem good to you to ap- 
point. And by this Means, albeit your Lordſhip have fewer Men by two thouſand, 
yet have you the fame Number of Officers that you had before. 

I confeſs it was my Fault to come ſo late with this my humble Requeſt to your 
Lordſhip, which in Truth was occaſioned by a Belief in me, that your Lordſhip 
would not have got up your Lift before my Arrival, for which I humbly crave your 
Pardon, the rather in regard the much Buſineſs and little Health I have had fince I left 
London.

Therefore con- 
ſidering that by my former Directions the Mhelp was to be at Dublin by the 8th of this 
Month, God willing, to ſtay the Return of the Pinnace, and both of them at after to 


fall down Northwards to Knockfergus to ſee to the Execution of the Orders formerly 


given unto me by your Lordſhip concerning the arreſting of the Scotiſß Shipping in thoſe 
Parts; and for that alſo the Captain of the Pinnace had but one Fortnight's Victual a- 
board him, too ſcant indeed for ſo long a Voyage, I have given Order for his preſent 
Repair to Dublin, and writ unto my Lord Deputy with all Speed poſſible to give them 
both Inſtructions to come hither to take Charge of the ſaid Convoy, and to do and ex- 
ecute all that by your Lordſhip's Directions is appointed for the Pinnace to do.

; On the 29th of April, a Servant of the Earl of Antrim delivered me Letters from 1010 
Mr. Secretary Windebank of the 13th of April, from London; and a Duplicate of his 
| Letters of the ſame Date directed to the Earl, concerning that Deſign. | 
| In a Matter of this Conſequence, wherein his Majeſty's Honour and Service are ſo 
highly concerned, and wherein if the Earl ſhould proceed, I ſaw by his Propoſitions 
that his Majeſty muſt neceſſarily undergo very great Charge, I held it agreeable to my _ 
Duty to his Majeſty, privately to debate the Matter with his Lordſhip at this Board; 17 
that by Conference I might gather from him, how he ſtood enabled for ſuch an En- hall 
terprize, anſwerable to his Majeſty's Expectation, before his Majeſty's Honour were too 
far engaged, or ſo vaſt a Charge to his Majeſty hazarded ; purpoſing to contribute all 
| needful Aſſiſtance therein, according to his Majeſty's Royal Commands laid up- 
on me. | 
When we met together to adviſe therein, we found the Diſpatches from York of the 
roth and 11th of April, to require a preſent Undertaking of the Deſign ; and thoſe from 
4 London of the 13th, to direct that it may reſt till the next Spring. On which Di- 
7 rections from London the Earl at firſt inſiſted very earneſtly, and accordingly preſſed 
6 that all might reſt *cill the Spring: But we, laying all together, conceived (and in Con- 
cluſion the Earl himſelf acknowledged) that albeit the Diſpatch from London was of 
later Date, yet that it proceeded from a former Direction, and that the Diſpatch from 
York of a former Date was of a later Direction: Wherefore we applied ourſelves to the 
Obſervation of the Directions from York, as being laſt in Time. 
I the Deputy then offered to the Earl, that he ſhould inſtantly have a Commiſſion | 
under the Great Seal, for raiſing four thouſand eight hundred Men, according to the 
King's Direction: Whereupon we took into Conſideration his Propoſitions. The Par- 
ticulars whereof, and the Charge requiſite thereunto, which he propoſed might be born 
by his Majeſty, we find to amount to twenty nine thouſand ſeven hundred fifty and 
one Pounds, as by the incloſed Paper may appear; which is ſo great an extraordinary 
Charge, as cannot be born by this Revenue. Yet we told his Lordſhip all thoſe Things 
N ſhould be prepared for him, and the Proviſions to be iſſued forth of his Majeſty's Stores rh 
I ſhould be delivered upon Notice from him of his Readineſs in all the Particulars ex- | 9 
WP} ected to be prepared on his Part: Though (to deal clearly with you) as his Majeſty's 
puck here cannot bear ſo high an Addition of Charge, ſo his Stores here are not 
able to iſſue ſuch great Proportions of Arms or Ammunition. But we (well knowing 
he wanted Money to go thorough with the Buſineſs according to his Undertaking to the 
King) make Shew to him as if all theſe Things were in Readineſs, which * e 
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A. D. Majeſty's Part to be provided ; that ſo the Failing of the Deſign might plainly and in- 
1639. tirely appear to be his own: Whereas if we had denied any Part of his Demands, we 
ww foreſaw he would be ready to lay the Failure on his Majeſty or this State. 


It is one of his firſt Propoſitions delivered to me the Deputy, that beſides that Charge 
of twenty nine thouſand ſeven hundred fifty one Pounds to be undergone by-his Majeſty, 
his Lordſhip towards the Maintenance of the Army for three Months ſhould have, by 


way of Loan from his Majeſty, twenty thouſand Pounds, to be repaid at ſuch Times 


as his Majeſty ſhould direct: Yet in other new Propoſitions delivered by him this Day, 
he deſires that a competent Sum of Money may be provided neceſſary for ſuch an Ex. 
pedition and 1 ſuch an Army, without which he ſays nothing can be done: 
Not mentioning (as in his former Propoſition) that it ſhould iſſue to him by way of 
Loan. Which Demand of his we find exprelsly contrary to his Majeſty's Direction 


ſignified to me the Deputy by your Letters, wherein you mention that it is to be at the 


Earl's Charge. | | 
In Concluſion, when we had paſſed thorough all the Particulars of his Demands, as 
well for Arms and Munition as otherwiſe, and that we ſo ordered our Counſels in the 
Debate of the Matter, as he conceived we were ready to furniſh him according to his 
own Demands, for thoſe Things which were to be provided on his Majeſty's Part; he 
then freely confeſſed, that he had not Money, and ſo was diſabled to proceed; and de- 
clared abſolutely, that without Money he could not proceed either this Summer or the 
next Spring, acknowledging that the Failure was only in himſelf for Want of Money, 
and therefore he conſented it ſhould be ſo certified to the King: To which we mul 
add, that his Propoſitions-being yielded to, it muſt then have followed, that the whole 
Charge of the War ſhould be born any by his Majeſty. And indeed. it is very clear in 
all our Judgments, that if he had the Money now in Specie in his Hands, the Year is 
ſo far ſpent, and the Work to be done here before their going hence fo great; in raiſing 
ſuch Numbers of Men, in getting ſo many and apt Commanders for them as is neceſſary, 
which are not yet provided; in training and exerciſing the Men to fit them for Service 
in preparing Shipping and Mariners to tranſport them; in making competent Proviſion 
of Victuals for them; and in many other Preparations incident to a Service of this Na- 
ture, as they could not poſſibly be 5 and fitted for that Service this Summer. 


And now it being manifeſt, that the whole Charge of this War (if it proceed) muſt fal! 


on his Majeſty, we muſt in Diſcharge of our Duties humbly declare, that it cannot be 
born by this Revenue: But it his Majeſty ſhall take up a Reſolution to proceed in it, 
the Payments are to be ſupplied forth of England; which we preſume thus timely to 
make known to his Majeſty, . : 
The Deſign then at this Time becoming thus unfeaſible, we hold it our Duties to 
endeavour all we may the keeping of Things in ſuch a Condition, as they may not be 
caſt too far backward in caſe hereafter his Majeſty in his high Wiſdom may reſolve on ſuch 
an Attempt. Wherefore the better to effect that, and (in Conformity to his Majeſty's 
Directions in the Diſpatches from London) to make a Shew as if there were a Ake 
Deſign from hence upon the Earl of Argyle's Country, thereby to amuſe him, an 
keep him buſy in Defence of his own Countries, whereby he may be diverted from 
Joining with the Rebels in the South Part of Scotland, I the Deputy have iſſued Pa- 
tents for half the Army to march immediately into the North Parts of this Kingdom, 
as if there were ſuch a Deſign to be forthwith undertaken. And we have now at this 
Board commanded the Farl of Antrim, not only to report and give out that he intends 
this Summer to invade the Earl of Argyle's Country, but alſo immediately to go on 
bulily in preparing Long Boats that may be of uſe for ſuch a Service, as if he really 
meant it with all Speed. We have reſolved alſo, that one of his Majeſty's Ships be 


forthwith ſent to the North-weſt Parts of Scotland, with Inſtructions to give all the 


Help and Furtherance that may be to the Friends of the Earl of Antrim there and to 
ſignify to them, if they have any Places of Strength near adjoining to the Sea, that by 
Countenance of that Ship there may be put into thoſe Strengths ſome Victuals and Am- 


munition, and, if they deſire it, ſome Men and Arms; ſo to preſerve the Earl of Antrim's 


Friends there, or at leaſt the principal of them, until a farther Occaſion z and in the 
mean Time. to countenance and encourage them. And if ſuch further Occaſion be 


| hereafter preſented, we humbly conceive, it is an Undertaking too great for any other 


Purſe than his Majeſty's to undergo. In which Caſe the Charge being to ariſe ſolely 
from himſelf, no other can pretend to any Merit therein; and conſequently, we humbly 
conceive his Majeſty ſtands free from any Engagement to the Earl of Antrim, to whom

And upon this Occaſion of the Diſtempers in Scotland, which perad venture (if not . 
ſeaſonably prevented) may break out ſo fag, as to annoy the Northern Parts of this 
Kingdom, we humbly crave Leave to repreſent to his Majeſty, that it is neceſſary to 
erect two or three ſmall Forts in apt Places to be choſen by us on the Sea Coaſts in 
the North here, which may be of great Uſe for Defence and Safety as well-now as here. 
after, upon any Occaſion, and (as we ſhall order it) may be done with little Charge 
to his Majeſty, conſidering the Help the Country will readily give in Labourers and 
bringing in Earth, -and ſuch other Things neceſſary to the Work. a 4.4001 

When they are finiſhed, it will be fit there be Conſtables and ſome few Warders. 
placed in them, which will be no great Addition of Charge to his Majeſty, and we 
conceive they may be manned to anſwer any ſudden Occaſion out of the next adjoin - 
ing Garriſons without any Increaſe of Charge.

x the 28th of the laſt Month I received two of yours together ; the one of the 
Oo roth, the other of the 19th of June, unto both which I muſt now, taking them 
in Order, return you this ſhort Account: It is of greateſt Satisfaction not only to my- 
ſelf, but to all his Majeſty's Miniſters on this Side, that our Proceedings with the Ear! 
of Antrim have been ſo graciouſly accepted and interpreted by his Ma 4s the rather 
for that we full well diſcerned his Lordſhip's great Endeavours were, pot only to have 
had us communicated with him in the Miſpriſion of that vain Undertaking of his, but 
indeed to have laid the Blame of the failing thereof ſolely upon us, howbeit moſt innocent 
and clear of it, and that it was from the inn impoſſible for him, as we con- 
ceive, to have performed any thing therein of Conſideration to his Majeſty's Service, 
and if it be a Crime to think ſo, I confeſs the Fault, and hitherto continue very con- 
fident in the Error. 

The beſt is, the Conſequences of this Miſtake cannot now be of an) > Prejudict to 
his Majeſty's Affairs, all thoſe Thoughts being bound up and concluded: by the Treaty 
of Pacification cloſed betwixt his Majeſty and thoſe of the Covenant, ſo as each of 
us may be admitted the Liberty of our own Opinion, without the leaſt Prejudice to the 
Publick. 

But I wonder to find his Lordſhip ſhould eſtimate the Charge of his Long Boats at 


four thouſand Pounds: For at the moſt there are but forty of them; and I am right 


well aſſured, as good and great as they may be built for eighteen Pounds apiece, and pay 
for the T imber? whereas all the Timber (by my Means) was procured his Lordſhip 
from my Lord 1A of Derry, and coſt my Lord of Antrim never a Farthing. 

Before I urther in the raiſing of Forts in the North of this Kingdom, it 
will befit at upon this preſent Turn of Affairs once more to conſult. his Majeſty's 


Pleaſure; in my own Judgment it will be equally fit as well now as then to go on 


with the Repair of the Caſtle of Knockfergus, and ſecuring the Harbour of Olderflect, 
by a Fort to be raiſed upon the ES thereof. 


This Harbour is paſſing good and large; it lyes ſome three Miles from Knockfergus, 


and in caſe Scotland ſhould at any other Time be again unſettled, lyes with mighty 


Advantage not only to ſecure our own Shipping, but to annoy them exceedingly : For 
theſe two therefore I humbly crave his Majeſty's final Reſolution, which ſhall be Tully 
complied with in all Reſpects. 

What Sir Donnell Mac Donnell's Power or Performances might have been in truth I 
know not, nor are they now much material; yet as for Kantire, let me aſſure 22 it 
is far more difficult to keep it to Advantage, ! it were to take it.. 8 

If the Peace agreed had not given us the Licence to draw, hence to our Garriſons, 
in truth I would have been in Perſon with this whole Army, Horſe and Foot, in Ul- 
ſter, by the End of the next Week; and will be in like Realinef to anſwer any Com- 
mand of his Majeſty's in any Corner of this Kingdom in leſs than ſix Weeks Time: 
Which I take under the Blefling of Almighty God, and Conduct of his Majeſty's Wiſ- 


dom, is a very good Pledge for the publick Peace and Ovedicnce of this People, hap- 


pen what may happen in the future. 
For the Iſland of Skye, I had rather ſeek it forth in the Ma af than to be bound to 80 
thither for it, and for that and thoſe other mentioned by my Lord of Antrim, in good 
faith, for any thing I can learn, they are neither worth the taking nor the keeping. 

The Dreadnought and the Greyhound came Rither ſince we Had the certain Knowledge 
all was in a peaceable Condition, ſo as we have given them Order to return to the Downes, 
there to wait my Lord Admiral's further Pleaſure ; in truth the Dreadnaugbt ts an old 
crazy Ship, and draws ſo much Water as unfits her for Service in this Channel. The 
Swallow I have returned back to the Coaſt of Munſter, there to attend her yearly Ser- 
vice, and have given Directions to call the Whelp -and Confidence forth of the North 10 
their accuſtomed Places of Attendance likewiſe.

Trouble to hear the Aſſumptions of a Northern Cracker, and to believe that ſeldom is 
the Lion ſo fierce as he is painted to be, | 

What I writ concerning Sir Francis Willoughby was ſimply of myſelf, neither have 
or will I mention any Part of it to himſelf ; he being ſent thither by me, 1 ought to 
wiſh him well ſo far as the King's Service may not ſuffer z but there I leave him, as 
alſo all other private Intereſts or Affections of my own, no Thing or Perſon, in theſe 
Caſes, being of ſo much Conſideration with me, as the Good and Proſperity of my 
Maſter's Affairs. | 

As for the Biſhop of Rapho, certainly his Intentions are good; and the Ground of 
his coming thither at this Time was to give his Advice for the Suppreſſion of the Co- 
venanters, as better underſtanding the Ways and Means of it than a Stranger could poſ- 
ſibly do. Now that you have him amongſt you, I perceive that you underſtand him 
very well; when you have done with him, you may ſend him us back, where he ſhal 
be ſure of a welcome as formerly. 

That the rebellious Proceedings of the Covenant could gain upon the diſcreet 
Heart of any good Subject is wondrous ſtrange: And ſure upon ſuch a Pinch as now 
you were upon, Inclinations to Peace ſhould rather have been wrapped up in the Hearr, 
than uttered and diſcovered by the Tongue; but Practice and Experience ripens all 
Judgments; ſo as were you to repeat your Leſſon over again on the like Occaſion, 
it is to be hoped the Engliſh at leaſt would be ſo well adviſed as not to hurt ourſelves, 
by ſpending our Mouths unſeaſonably and forth of Purpoſe : For it is not always 
againſt Peace confidently and without Motion to meet and hear Propofitions tending to 
War. For my own Part, the World ſhall not unlooſen me from this Belief, that it is 
fully in his Majeſty's Power, without any great Hazard, to reduce that Nation to Rea- 
{on, to chaſtiſe and correct all their Inſolencies to their Amendment, and craving Par- 
don for their Fault. But it is his Majeſty's parental Tenderneſs to his Subjects, which 
inclines him thus to faſhion and mould it by Gentleneſs and Forbearance, than 
Rigour and Force; and God grant them the Grace to conſider it duly and truly ac- 
cording to the excellent Diſpoſition of it by his Majeſty, and the great Merit towards 
them whoſe Provocation had carried it toa Height beyond all Example. And thus I 
am come to the End of yours of the 1oth of June. 1 1 

The next is of the 19th of the ſame Month. In this you are pleaſed to advertiſe the 
preſent Accommodation betwixt his Majeſty and the Covenanters; ſo as there is no more 
for us at this Diſtance to wiſh, but that now at the Aſſembly and Parliament God may 
ſend them into their right Wits, and that by their dutiful and ſubmiſſive Demands and 
Demeanour they may reſtore themſelves in the Grace of his Majeſty, and good Opi- 
nion of Men; which ſtill under favour I am ſomething fearful of in regard ] con- 


ceive the Leaders of them are much over believing in their own Strength, and take

Spirit is grown ruſty for Want of Employment; I am lazy and idle, and cannot take 


Pains, as in the former Times of my more active Life; eſpecially in this Particular, I 
find in myſelf a very great Backwardneſs. | 


When I loſt my Lord, I loſt a Friend; ſuch a Friend as I do not think any Man | k 
: hath, perhaps never Man had the like; and therewith I was deprived of a very eminent | 
. Part of my earthly Joys: In conſequence whereof, I am much abated of my former 
f Speed and Activeneſs. 

But ſeeing my unfaithful Memory hath loſt Part of the Occurrences which concerned 
my Lord, I am loth to let ſlip that, which yet remains. I may and often do call to |

Theſe Particulars will require ſome Time, and when I have done ſomething in each 
of them (as I have done in ſome of them) yet I ſhall not ſatisfy myſelf that I have 
done what I ought or would; other Particulars may occur, fit to be added; ſome 
Things I want Help in, which mine Exile keeps from me; ſo as I muſt ſtill crave 

your Patience to expect that, which, when it comes, will, I fear, fall ſhort of your Ex- 
pectation: But in the mean Time I ſhall here ſet down a ſhort Chronology of the 
principal Occurrences of his Life, together with a Touch of thoſe Virtues, which I 
conceiye moſt worthy of your Lordſhip's Endeavours to imitate and attend unto, 


1593. April 13th, on Good Friday, he was born in Chancery-Lane, London, in the 
_ Houſe of Mr. Robert Atkinſon, his Grandfather by the Mother. - 
1611, He married the Lady Margaret, eldeſt Daughter of Francis Earl of Cumberland: 

He was Knighted ; He went into France (about November ;) Charles Greenwoo 
then Fellow of Univerſity College, Oxford, was his Governour; but himſelf had 
been of St. Zohn's College, Cambridge. 

1614. February, he returned into England after the Death of Prince Henry, and before 
the Marriage of the Queen of Bohemia. He ſerved in Parliament as Knight of the 
Shire for Yorkſhire. | 

i614. Auguſt, Sir George Savile died, who had married Anne his eldeſt Siſter, 
whom he had two Sons; Sir George dead ſince without Iſſue; and Sir William, 
Father of Sir George now living. About Michaelmas that Year, Sir William Went- 
worth his Father died. | 

1621, In Michaelmas Term he removed his Family from Wentworth Woodhouſe into 
London, at the Auſtin's Friars. | 

1622. He had a great Fever; when he _ to recover he removed to Bow about 
Fuly, where ſhortly after his Wife the Lady Margaret died; and therefore he re- 

moved his Family again into Zorkſhire. 

1623. The next Spring (as I take it) he had a double Tertian, and after his Recovery a 
Relapſe into a ſingle Tertian, and a while after a burning Fever. | 

1624, February the 24th, he married the Lady Arabella Holles, younger Daughter o 
the Earl of Clare; a Lady exceeding comely and beautiful, and yet much more 
lovely in the Endowments of her Mind. A Parliament. 

1625. In November, he was made Sheriff of Yorkſhire, and thereby kept from Services 
in the next Parliament held by King Charles. | 

1626. June 8th, William, now Earl of Strafforde, was born at Wentworth Woodhouſe, 
between the Hours of ten and eleven at Night. A Parliament. 

1627. May, he was committed a Priſoner to the Marſbalſea by the Lords of the 

Council, for refuſing the Royal Loan: About ſix Weeks after his Impriſonment, he 
was confined at Dartford, and not to go above two Miles from that Town, in Kent. 
October, at Dartford the Lady Anne was born: About Chriſtmas he was releaſed 
from his Confinement. Shortly after the Parliament began, where he ſerved as Knight 
for Yorkſhire. | 

1628. June, the Parliament ended: Reconciled to the Duke of Buckingh m. Juh, 
he was made Baron Wentworth, Newmarſh and Overfley by Patent; but the Lord 
Savile was made Baron before him. In Micbaelmas Term he was made Viſcount 

Wentworth (ſolemnly created) Preſident of York, and Privy Counſellor. The Earl 

of Northampton, Preſident of Wales, was made Privy Counſellor at the ſame

1630. Thomas his ſecond Son was born; he died about Fuly at York, his Lungs were 

periſhed. October, the Lady Arabella was born. 9 

1631. Ofober, Tueſday Morning, his dear Wife the Lady Arabella died: I took this 
Earl out of Bed, and carried him to receive his laſt Bleſſing from her. January, he 
was made Deputy of Ireland. N68 5 

1632. In October, he married Elizabeth, Daughter of Sir Godfrey Rhodes, privately. 

1633. January, her Ladyſhip went with me into Ireland. Fuly, he arrived in Ire- 

land, and there took the Sword. 15 
1634. A Parliament in Ireland; Six Subſidies granted; the King's Debts all diſcharged. 

Mot of the Engliſp Laws (except ſome Penal Statutes) were then enacted in Ireland,

1635. He went in Progreſs into Comiaught, and there found by Inquiſition the King's

upon their Oaths in the Excheguer. 10 i. ; 

1636. He came into England; at Hampton-Court, before the King in full Council, he 
gave an Account of his Government in Ireland, concerning the Reſtitution of the 
Rights of the Church, the Eſtabliſhing of Engliſb Laws, the Reformation of the 
Army, the King's Revenue, and Diſcharge of his Debts, the Securing of the Seas, 
and the Advancement of Trade, &c. with ſome future Deſignus for the King's Ser- 
vice in that Kingdom: In all which he was highly approved and commended.

He was ſent for by the King, and in September he went into England: He 
paſſed from the Bar of Dublin to the Bar of Cheſter in thirteen: Hours. About Chri/t- 
mas, He was made Earl of Strafforde, (which is the Name of the Wapentake or 
Hundred, in which his Houſe, Wentworth Woodhouſe, ſtands) and Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland: He then moved the King for a Parliament in Jreland, which was in- 

ſtantly ſummoned; and afterwards for a Parliament in England, againſt the Begin- 
ning of the next Year. In Lent he returned into Ireland, where he ſtayed about a 
Fortnight; in which Time he fat in Parliament, had four Subſidies given there; 
appointed a Council of War, and gave Orders to levy eight thouſand Foot in ITre- 
land; which together with two thouſand Foot and a thouſand Horſe, which was i 
the Standing Army in Ireland, and five hundred Horſe to be joined with them, | !

Pardon for giving his Affirmative Vote for the Bill; ſaying, he did it againſt his 
Opinion: for he thought him not guilty, but he deſired to preſerve his Credit in the 
Houſe, being confident that neither King nor Lords would paſs the Bill, and fo his 


Vote might do him no Hurt. The Bill paſſed in the Houſe of Commons, and 
came to the Lords.

1641. May 1ſt, Saturday in Eaſter Week, the King came to the Houſes, and deckired 


that his Conſcience was not ſatisfied to condemn him, nor give Aﬀent to the Bill. 
This publick Declaration aforehand (however it was procured) his Lordſhip judged 
to be fatal to him; and ſo it proved. Tumults ariſe in the City, who came to 
Whitehall, crying for Juſtice z inſomuch as many thought the King's Perſon was not 
ſafe there; and ſome of the Lords were publickly affronted; many of them forbore to 
come to the Houſe : Thoſe Lords that came, about a fourth Part of the Houſe, voted 
the Matters of Fact upon two or three Articles of the Charge; one was, That he 


had levied War againſt the King: For there was ſome Proof endeavoured to be 


offered, that he had quartered a Serjeant and four Soldiers upon a Man in Ireland, 
for refuſing to obey an Order which he made as Deputy of Ireland; and the Proof 
of this was a Copy of a Warrant to the Serjeant at Arms to lay thoſe Soldiers on this 
Man : But there being no Proof that it was a true Copy, for no Man examined it, 
it was rejected by the Lords from being read; yet the Vote paſſed, That his Lord- 
ſhip had given ſuch an Order, that the Soldiers were quartered accordingly, and that 
herein he had levied War againſt the King, Herein, leſt Memory ſhould fail, let 
the Journal of the Lords Houle be ſeen. ' Another Thing voted by the Lords was, 
Words teſtified by Sir Henry Vane, at a Committee of the Lords, the King being 
preſent: The Words were ſuppoſed to be directed to the King, You have an Army 
in Ireland to reduce them, None of the Committee could teſtify theſe Words : Sir 
Henry Vane, twice examined, remember'd them not; but the third Time he did 
call them to mind; which made the Lord Digby declare in the Commons Houſe, 
that he was not ſatisfied : His Speech is printed. Howbeit, the Words were voted 
by the Lords to be proved, and the Word Them (to reduce Them) was interpreted to 
be meant of the People of England (not of Scotland); whereas mention was made be- 


fore of War with Scotland, and Supply from England to maintain that War. What 


other Matters of Fact were voted, I remember not: See the Journal for this. The 
Matters of Fact thus voted, were referred to the Judges, who were of Opinion that 


the Fact ſo voted was Treaſon : Whereupon the Lords paſſed the Bill, there being. 


then preſent thirty eight Lords, twenty two in the Affirmative for the Bill, and ſix- 
teen in the Negative againſt 1t. | f | 

The Tumults ſtill continue out of the City. On Sunday, May the gth, the King 
adviſed with five Biſhops and all the Judges what. he ſhould do. The Judges were 
aſked upon what Grounds they had delivered their Opinion to the Lords; to which 


they would give no Anſwer, but that as the Caſe was put to them, it was Treaſon ; 


and ſome ſaid, They were not Judges of the Fact, but of the Law. One of the 


Biſhops was of Opinion, That the King, ſeeing he knew his Lordſhip to be inno- 


cent, ought not to paſs the Bill: Three of them declared, That although the King 
in his private Breaſt thought him innocent, yet he might and ought ſubmit his 
Judgment to thoſe that were learned in the Laws, in a Caſe of this Concernment, 
hereupon the King ſigned the Commiſſion to paſs the Bill; ſaying with Tears, 
That my Lord of Strafforde's Condition was more happy than his. | 
On the Friday before, my Lord writ to the King, releaſing all his former Pro- 
miſes and Engagements to ſave his Life; which his Lordſhip thought would be the 
beſt Diſcharge of the King's Conſcience. „ 

He prepared himſelf for Death with ſingular Piety: Dr. Carre his antient Chap- 
lain told me, that he was the moſt ſevere Judge of himſelf that ever he knew: He 
had great Humility and Charity towards his Enemies beyond Expectation, which 
being much above his natural Strength, gave him great Comforts as my Lord Pri- 
mate of Armagh can teſtify. wy 3 | Rect 

Tueſday, the 11th of May, in the Evening before his Death, he ſent my Lord Pri- 
mate to the King, to preſent his laſt Suit to his Majeſty, that he would be pleaſed 
to remember two of his Friends, the E. of O. and G. R. Of all Perſons he oy 
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freeſt from Fear, going to Death without the leaſt Perturbation that Way. He cauſed 
his Chaplain to ſay Prayers upon the Scaffold, according to the Common Prayer Book, 
and made uſe of the 25th Pſalm in Proſe. His laſt Speech to the People is extant in 
Print, wherein he foretold Part of the enſuing Troubles which this Kingdom hath 
ſince felt. He died like a Gentleman and a Chriſtian ; a Martyr for the Church and 
King: Cujus memoria in benediftione: Precioſa in tonſpettu Domini mors Sanctorum

1 In the managing of his Eſtate and domeſtical Affairs; he uſed the Advice of two 
Friends Ch. Gr. and G. R. and two Servants; Richard Marris his Steward, and Peter 
Man his Sollicitor. Before every Term they met, and Peter Man brought a Note of 
all Things to be conſidered of; which being taken into Conſideration one by one, and 
every one's Opinion heard, Reſolution was had and ſet down in Writing, whereof 
his Lordſhip kept one Copy and Peter Man another : At the next Meeting, an Account 
was taken of all that was done in Purſuance of the former Orders, and a new Note 
made of all that reſted to be done, with an Addition of ſuch Things as did ariſe ſince 
the laſt Meeting, and were requiſite to be conſulted of, His whole Accounts were 
ordered to be made up twice every Year, one half Year ending the 2oth of September, 
the other the 2oth of March : For by that Time the former half Year's Rents were com- 
monly received, or elſe the Arrears were fit to be ſought after; it being no Advantage 
either to the Tenant or Landlord to ſuffer Arrears to run longer, 
He never did any Thing of any Moment, concerning either political or domeſtical 
Buſineſs, without taking Advice z not ſo much as a Letter written by him to any great | 
Man, of any Buſineſs, but he ſhewed it to his Confidents, if they were near him. The 
former Part of his Life, Charles Greenwood and G. R. were conſulted with; and the 
latter Part, Chr. Wandesford came in Charles Greenwood's Room, Charles Greenwood 
deſiring not to be taken away from his Cure; they met almoſt daily, and debated all 
Buſineſſes and Deſigns, pro et contra. By this Means his own Judgment was very much 
improved, and all the Circumftances and probable Conſequences of the Things con- 
ſalted were diſcovered and conſidered : A Courſe which ſonge great Men have practiſed, 
and is very efficacious to make a Wiſe Man, even rug, adviſe with much weaker 
Men than himſelf : For there is no Man of ordinary Capacity, that will not often ſug- 
geſt ſome Things, which might elſe have been let lip without being obſerved : And 
in the Debatings of Things, a Man may give another Hints and Occaſions to obſerve 
and find out that, which he that ſpeaks to it, perhaps, never thinks on; as a Whet- 
ſtone, which cannot cut itſelf, does nfake a Knite ſharper. | 
He was exceeding temperate in Meat, Drink, and Recreations. He was no whit 
given to his Appetite; though he loved to ſee good Meat at his Table, yet he eat 
very little of it himſelf : Beef or Rabbits was his ordinary Food, or cold powdered 
| Meats, or Cheeſe and Apples, and in moderate Quantity. He was never drunk in his 3

He loved Juſtice, for Juſtice itſelf, wing great Delight to free a poor Man from a 
powerful Oppreſſor, or to puniſh bold Wickedneſs, whereof there are ſundry Inſtances 
to be given, both at York and in Ireland. This loſt him ſome Men's good Will, which 
he thought to be better loſt than kept upon thoſe Terms. One Perſon of Quality, 
whom he had ſeyerely puniſhed at York, came to be one of his Judges in the Lords

{6 as certainly that Prince thought him no Enemy to his Power, It is true, he was a 
Subject, and ſenſible enough of the People's Liberties; and he always thought, that 
Regal Power and Popular Privileges might well ſtand together; and then only they 
were beſt preſerved, When they went Hand in Hand, and maintained one another. 
He always diſliked the abuſe of Regal Authority to the Oppreſſion of Subjects, for pri- 
vate Ends and Intereſts :' Yet it being moſt hard and difficult to keep the Inteteſts of the 
King and People from incroaching one upon another, the longer he lived, his Experi- 
ence taught him, that it was far ſafer, - that the King ſhould increaſe in Power, than 
that the People ſhould gain Advantages on the King; That may turn to the Prejudice 
of ſome particular Sufferers, This'draws with it the Ruin of the Whole. | 

His Prudence and Diligence are beſt ſhown by the Government of Ireland; wherein 
he never undertook any Buſineſs that he would give it over *till he had finiſhed it. 
He was conſtantly at Work himſelf, and ſet out able Inſtruments in every Kind proper 
for his Aſſiſtance To them he gave little Reſt, ſtill calling on and encouraging them to 
be doing, and to give Accougts of what they had done, and rewarding plentifully all 
that deſerved it. If thoſe he imployed'were diligent and dextrous to diſpatch the King's 
Buſineſs, they needed not ſtudy for Suits for themſelves; his Watchfulneſs and Bounty 
would prevent them, wherein I could give a Multitude of Inſtances. v9 
The Particulars of all theſe Affairs he duly gave Account of to the King, by the Se- 
cretary of Eſtate in England, and other Miniſters: the Copies whereof fairly written out

In the Compaſs of ſeven Years, whereas the King's Revenue in that Kingdom before 
he came thither had fallen every Year ſhort above twenty thouſand Pounds, of defray- 
ing the Publick Charge, he brought the King's Revenue not only to pay all, but to 
yield above ſixty thouſand Pounds yearly, above all Payments; and it was in a grow- 
ing Condition, ſtil] increaſing. He diſcharged the King's Debts there, which were

He was defamed for Incontinence, wherein I have Reaſon to believe that he was ex- 
ceedingly much wronged.

I need fay little of his Eloquence and Abilities in Speech: Both Houſes of Parliament 
in England, and the Star Chamber and Council Table there, as alſo the Preſidential Court 
at York, and the Council Chamber and Star Chamber and Parliament in Ireland, 
and as much as any of theſe, his laſt Defence at his Trial in VWeſtminſter-Hall before 
the King, Queen, Lords, Houſe of Commons, and.

He ſpent eight Years Time, beſide his Pains and Money, in ſolliciting the 
Buſineſſes and Suits of his Nephews, Sir George and Sir William Savile, going every 
Term to London, about that only, without miſſing one Tefm in thirty, as I verily be- 
lieve: And all this merely in memory of the Kindneſs which had paſſed between him 
and his Brother in Law. Sir G. Savile, then deceaſed. The Lord Baltimore, and the 
Lord Keeper Coventry, both of them on their Death-beds gave him a moſt ſingular 
Teſtimony of their Senſe of his moſt conſtant Kindneſs and induſtrious promoting of 
their Intereſt at the Court, above the ordinary Courſe of Court Friendſhip, How he 
beſtirred himſelf in an Arbitration between the Earl of Arundel and Surrey, and Philip 
Earl of Pembroke, wherein he was named on the Earl of ArundePs Part, the Particu-

APPENDIX. 


An Act for Reverſing the Earl f STRAFFoRD's Attainder.” 


HERE AS Thomas late Earl of Strafforde was impeached of High-Treaſon, upon x D. 
Pretence of endeavouring to ſubvert the fundamental Laws, and called to a pub- 1661. 
lique and ſolemn Arraignment and Tryal before the Peers in Parliament, where he 


made a particular Defence to every Article objected againſt him; inſomuch that the 
turbulent Party then ſeeing no Hopes to effect their unjuſt Deſigns, by any ordinary 


Way and Method of Proceedings, did at laſt reſolve to attempt the Deftru#ion and 
Attainder of the ſaid Earl, by an Act of Parlianient, to be therefore purpoſely made 


to condemn him upon accumulative Treaſon, none of the pretended Crimes bein 
Treaſon apart, and ſo could not be in the whole, if they had been proved, as they 
Treaſon (that 1s, of Levying 
War againſt the King) though it was only the Commanding an Order of the Council 
Board in Ireland, to be executed by a Sergeant at Arms, and three or four Soldiers, 
which was the conſtant Practice of the Deputies there for a long Time: To the which 
End, they having firſt preſented a Bill for this Intent, to the Houſe of Commons, and 
finding there more Oppoſition than they expected, they cauſed a Multitude of tumul- 


tuous Perſons to come down to Weſtminſter, armed with Swords and Staves, and to fill 


both the Palace-Yards, and all the Approaches to both Houſes of Parliament, with 
Fury and Clamour, and to require Juice, ſpeedy Fuſtice againſt the Earl of Straf- 


forde; and having by thoſe and other undue Practices, obtained that Bill to paſs the 


Houſe of Commons, they cauſed the Names of thoſe reſolute Gentlemen, who in a 
Caſe of innocent Blood, had freely diſcharged their Conſciences, being fifty nine, to 
be poſted up in ſeveral Places about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and tiled 
them Straffordians, and Enemies to their Country, hoping thereby to deliver them up 
to the Fury of the People, whom they had endeavoured to incenſe againſt them, and 
then procured the ſaid Bill to be ſent up to the Houſe of Peers, where it having ſome 
Time reſted under great Deliberation; at laſt, in a Time, when a great Part of the 
Peers were abſent, by reaſon of the Tumults, and many of thoſe who were preſent, 
proteſted againſt it, the ſaid Bill paſſed the Houſe of Peers; and at length his Majeſty, 
the late King CHARLES I. of Glorious Memory, granted a Commiſſion for giv- 
ing his Royal Aſſent thereunto, which nevertheleſs was done by his ſaid Majeſty, with 
exceeding great Sorrow then, and ever remembred by him with unexpreſſible Griet of 
Heart, and out of his Majeſty's great Piety, he did publiquely expreſs it, when his own 


Sacred Life was taken away by the moſt deteſtable Traytors that ever were. 


For all which Cauſes be it Declared and Enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Ma- 
Jeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 


Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, That the Act Entituled, An Act for the 


Attainder of Thomas Earl of Strafforde of High Treaſon, and all and every Clauſe 


and Article, and Thing therein contained, being obtained as aforeſaid, is now hereby 
Repealed; Revoked, and Reverſed. 


And to the End that Right be done to the Memory of the deceaſed Earl of Straf- 


forge aforeſaid ; Be it further Enacted, that all Records and Proceedings of Parlia- 


ment, relating to the ſaid Attainder, be wholly cancell'd and taken off the File, or 
otherwiſe defaced, and obliterated, to the Intent, the ſame may not be viſible in after 
Ages, or brought into Example, to the Prejudice of any Perſon whatſoever. | 

Provided, That this Act ſhall not extend to the future queſtioning of any Perſon 
or Perſons, however concerned in this Buſineſs, or who had any Hand in the Tumults, 


or diſorderly procuring the Act aforeſaid, any Thing herein contained to the contrary 


thereof notwithſtanding. 
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
